Irigands Successfully Demand Ransom, 
CONSBAN LNOPLE, A party of 
brigauds near Tcheresskol yesterday placed 
obstructions across the railroad track and 
lorailed The brignnds made 
saptives of several Gorman and English 
were among the passengers, 
One of them was a banker of Berlin, The 
brigands have demanded $40,000 as ransom 
for the captives and Chancellor vou ¢ aprivi 
has telegraphed to the German ambassador 
tere authorizing him to advance this 
amount. The remaining passengers were 
despoiled of their belongings. 

The place where the act of brigandage oc- 
surred lies between this city and Adrianople. 
The band which made the attack numbered 
# and was led by the noted robbor An- 
ustasins, ‘The brigands seized the watchman 
on duty at tho railway station and then tore 
ap the rails for some distance and al- 
jowed the cars to dash on ww possible 
lestruction. When the eastern express reach 
<1 the spot the engine tumbled over, drag- 
sing over with it the tender, a baggage car 
tnd all the third-class passengers. ‘Tho firat- 
slass passenger cars romained ou the track, 
Whoen the train was thus disabled the brigand s 
rushed forward uttering loud yells and brand- 
shing their guns threateningly, boarded the 
sure. Several passengers resisted the 
uttack of tho brigands who replied 
with a volley from their guus and danger- 
ously wounded one man. The outlaws 
dnally overcame the occupants of the 
‘ars and then stripped Jo «= travelers 
of all their valuables and looted their bag- 
gage. When the brigands eaded thoir work 
they seized four passengersin the first-class 
‘ars aod also the engineer of the train and 
started with their captives for their 
reudezyous in the mountains The men 
carried away were Oscar Gregor, Herr 
Isracl, a baker of Jerlin, Herr 
Maquet, a land owner, Upor reaching the 
retreat the bandits sent Herr Israel to get 
the ransom of $40,000 which tley demanded 
for the release of the prisoners. Herr Von 
Radowitz, the German consul, claims that 
the Porte will refund this monoy.

A Million Dollar Cape. 


There are & vast number of fino dresses 
from all parts of tho world in the National 
Museum, and the most extraordinary artt- 
cle of this kind is the $1,000,000 feather 
capo. This comes from the Sandwich 
Islands, and is mado up of red and yellow 
foathers so fastenod together that they over- 
lap each other avd form a smooth surface.

They are 
about an inch long and are worth in the 
country In which they are found fifty cents 
aploce.

Lt wan u proceeding of ex- 
treme delicacy, considering that all the flesh 
of the great claw had to be passed through 
the small base. During the operation one 
claw canie off altogether, and this must have 
scemed to the lobster lady a serious misfor- 
tune, as ib will not grow to Its fall size again 
until the second year. Tho tall and legs 
gavo vory little trouble, and the body, when 
thus undrersed, proved to be of apale blue, 

The she)l casting over, the lobster sank 
on the sand, and this action seemed a signal 
for tho attack of every creature in the tenk, 

The defenseless victim bade fair to suc- 
cumb to the fary of her enemies, when the 
male lobster suddenly came to the rescue. 
Standlog over his shell-lees better half, he 
fought hor assailants relentlessly. Day and 
night did he watch over her, until her 
shell was sufficiently hardencd to protect 
her in fighting her own battles. 

When the happy moment arrived, he de- 
liberately ploked up the old claw, broke it 
in his nippers, and ate the meat. He then 
dug a hole in the sand, placed in it the 
broken bits of shell, buried them and piled 
a number of small stones above the grave. 


A Hunt for Lost Treasure 

Not very lung ago an expedition left 
England for the purpose of searching for 
the lost treasure on the Island of Trinidad. 
The expedition did a great deal of hunting, 
bot, like all previous search parties, it 
failed to accomplish ita object. The story 
is that the early Spanish conquerors took a 
part of the enormous plundor they foundin 


Peru and hid It in the Island of Trinidad, 


in the South Atlantic, about 700 miles east 
of the coast of Brazil. Mr. E. F. Kuight 
has just published the story of the cruise 
of this party which left England with high 
hopes of returning laden with treasure, 
but which went home poorer than when 
they sebout. He brings forward a good 
deal of evidence is support of the assertion 
that the plunder of Peru was actually hid 
den in Trinidad. It is believed now, how- 
ever that the treasure is nob there at the 
presont time, orif it is that it is so thorough- 
ly hidden that it will never bo discovered. 
Mr. Knight says the little island is entirely 
of volcanic and coral origin, and most of the 
rock is so rotten that tbe weather works 
mighty changes In ashort time, and the 
island is consequently undergoing very 
frequent changes of surface. Immense 
landslips are common, and it is supposod 
that if the buried treasure atill lies in the 
cave whore it was orlginally placed, it bas 
been buried under some landslide.—Geo- 
grdphical Magazine.

Sir Edward Clarke, amid almost breath- 
ess silence, then oponed the case for the 
ylainull, Ho said that the charge was a 
nost involving the honor and 
WTecting the whole future career of a gallant 
sentloman of hitherto unspotted reputation 
who had served his country with distinction 
‘or a poriod of 23 years, and who had risen to 
he rank of Lieut.-Colonel of the guards, and 
who during this honorable carcer had won 
nodals for valor in the trenches before Tel- 
i-Kebir, Sir William Gordon Cumming, 
wid the Solicitor-General, was a wealthy 
xentleman moving in the best circles of 
weloty and who owned estates in England 
ind Scotland. Sir William Gordon Gum- 
nivg, be added, had been honored for 20 
years with the intimate friendship of the 
Prince of Wales, who in 1581 invited bim to 
be his guest at Sandringham, Since that 
geriod, continued the Solicitor-General, the 
Prince of Wales had several times repeated 
that invitation and yet be, Gordon 
Summing, was now charged with 
cheating at cards with the object of 
jofrauding some of his mostiutimate friends, 
JSontinuing in a slow, clear, deliberative 
rolce, the Solicitor-General detailed the cir- 
tumstances of the now famous card party at 
(ranby Croft, Arthur Wilson's residence 
luring the Doncaster meetlag in 1890, 
Baccarat, said the Solicitor-General, had 
aover before been played at Tranby Croft, 

Sir Edward Clarke, continuing, said 
ihere was no proper baccarat table at Tran- 
oy Crofton the evenings of Sept. 8 and 9, 
when the eventful games of baccarat were 
ylayed there. Owing to the fact that there 
wasno baccarat table three whist tables 
were used. The Solicitor-General then ex- 
jlained the mysteries of the gams and in 
conclusion said that upon the occasion refer- 
‘od to the “‘bauk” was limited to £100 and 
bat when that was lost the game was end- 
xd. It would be his duty, said the Solicitor- 
jeneral,to put the Prince of Wales and 
jeneral Owen Williams in the witness-box, 
ind their testimony would satisfy the jury 
hat they saw nothing wrong on the part of 
jir William Gordon Cumming, whose system 
of play was to double bis stakes if he lost 
intil he recovered his losses, and then he re- 
rerted to originalstakes. Sir Edward Clarke 
hen commented gn the fact that it was not 
intil Sept. 10, 1890, the third day of the bac 
maret playing, that the slightest suspicion 
was breathed in regard to the plaintiff, when 
ibe latter gave Lord Coventry an absolute 
lenial of the charges made aguinst ‘him and 
ater redeniod these charges before the 
Prince of Wales and before General Owen 
Williams, 

What Oumming Signed. 

The Solicitor-General then read the much 
hiked of document which Sir William Gor- 
lon Cummiug signed after the discovery of 
iis alleged cheating at cards and in which be 
indertook as the price of his fellow-players’ 
lence on the subject never again to play 
mrds. Sir Edward Clarke said Sir 
William Gordon Cumming bad made 4 great 
nistake in signing this document, but he 
mxplained that the plaintiff! had allowed 
iimself to be persuaded by his 
yid friends, Gen. Owen Williams and 
Lord Coventry, hoping thatin so doing he 
would avoid the scandal which his friends 
wemed to dread. Sir William Gordon 
Summing, Gen. Owen Williams and Lord 
Soveutry were all members of the Truf Club, 
ind they (Gen. Williams and Lord Coven- 
ry) would not have allowed the plaintiff! to 
save remained a member of that club if 
ihey believed the charges against him. Mr. 
Jlarke concluded by making a brilliant and 
passionate appeal to the jury on behalf of 
sis client, who, he claimed, was plainly the 
rictim of circumstances and of a false desire 
w avoida scandal which would implicate 
ais hosts at Tranby Club and his old friends 
who played baccarat with him there, Bir 
William Gordon Cumming was callod to tho 
witness box and questioned by his 
younsel, The baronet detailed his career 
and proceeded to give his version of 
the Tranby Club affair. Tho affair 
wid the Prince of Wales acted as banker 
apon the occasion reforred to and that Gen, 
Williams was croupier. His (plaintiff's) 
sttention was not called on the first night, 
Sept. 8, to the complaint made against him. 
Dn the following evening when dressing for 
dinner, Lord Coventry and Gon. Williams 
samo to bim in his bedroom at Tranby Croft 
and the former said; ‘Cumming, something 
very disagreeable has occurred. Some 
people staying here have objected to your

To this, according to the 
plaintiff, the Prince of Wales r: plied What 
ap you! there arg five aceussra” Cy ne 
ming waid: “My first t publicly 
nsult my ac races cour to- 
norrow,” To this the Princes replied: *What 
wthe use of that! Thero ore four people 
against you.” Lord Coventry and Goneral 
Williams told the plaintiff! tho only way 
% avoid “a horrible » to 
ign the document which bad alroady been 
produced and readin court by Sir Edward 
Clarke. The plaintiff ndded: “T sald, “Why, 
this is tantamount to an admission of guilt, 
but I was eventually persuaded to sign the 
document by Williams and Lord Coventry, 
whom I regarded as beiug true and inti- 
mate friends.” Sir William further téatified 
that on §the second night of the baccaret 
games at Tranby Croft (Sept. the Prince 
of Wales was banker and that Arthur 
Stanley Wilson won five “coups” rupoing, 
which Cumming thought was very good “for 
anovice,” At the endof the game, the plaintiff 
continued, the Prince of Walvs laughingly 
said, ‘Cumming, how came you to win s0 
much?” referring to the fact that I had won 
£2>) in two nighw’s play. To this! replied, 
“Well, sir, Tcould not help winning with 
such luck,” showing the Prince a card op 
which I had kept marked under the headings 
of “Banker” and **Player,” the oxact number 
of times which the banker or player bad won 
during the evening's play. 

[be plaintiff answered Sir Edward Clarke's 
question ina clear yoice, which could be 
beard all over the court-room, and kept his 
back turned toward the Prince of Wales, a 
fact which was considerably commented 
upon unfavorably. 

While giving his testimony Sir William 
leaned on the edge of the witness box calmly 
surveying the court and its occupants and 
occasionally nodding slightly to au acquaint 
auce recognized among the people present. 
The Baronet concluded his testimoiy with » 
solomn and impressive denial that he ever 
cheated at cards at Tranby Croft or any- 
where else. 
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The Cross Examination. 

The cross-examination of the plaintiff was 
commenced by Sir Charles Russell Tha 
plaintiff said he had no reason to 
suspect malice upon the part of 
any of the defendants Sir Charles 
theo carelessly glanced at a paper and 
turning toward the plaintiff, who bad 
svidently nerved himself to face Sir Charles’ 
fire, continued: 

“And does this express your opinion! 
(reading): ‘The worst of it is, that I fee} 
that they are acting perfectly conscientious. 
ly in the matter and believe that they did 
not resort to foul play.’” 

“Pardon me,” criod Sir William, quickly 
drawing himself up, his eyes sparkling and 
his whole manner devoting considerable ex- 
citement, ‘‘are you reading from any letter 
of inine f’ 

Sir Charles Russeli replied: “Yes. Does it 
2xpress your feelings!” 

“Yes,” replied the plaintiff, sharply. 

Then Sir William, under cross-examina- 
tion, explained at length several points in 
regard to baccaret playing. He also said he 
saw nothing before him on the table while 
playing baccaret on the evenings of Sept. 8 
or Yat Tranby Croft except a small picco of 
paper and a pencil and possibly a tumbler. 
I'he stakes, he continued, were placed a few 
luchesin frontof him. The wituess himself 
suggested putting the stakes ou a piece of 
paper, This was owing to the peculiar con- 
struction of the whist tables which were 
used for the baccaret playing. This, the 
baronet added, facilitated handing up and 
afforded the banker an opportunity of read- 
ily seeing the stakes, Tho was 
carried out on several occasions. 

The court adjourned after hoariog further 
testimony for the plaintiff. The Prince of 
Wales remained throughout the session.

TWENTY-FIVE YEARS AGO 


HOW THE VOLUNTEERS TURNED 
OUT TO MEET THE FENIANS, 


WHEN THEY THREATENED CANADA, 

Twenty-five years ago this day the volun’ 
teers of the then town of Belleville and the 
district adjoining left their homes and went 
forth vo the defence of their country, whose 
borders had been inyaded on the Niagara 
peninsula and whose frontiers as far cast as 
St. John’s, Que., were threatened by, a 
horde of lawless ruffians calling themselyos 

Feniaps. Tho object of these mon was to 
subvert British rule on this continent, and 
the only reason that they could offer for 
introducing the horrors of war into this 
peaceful community was that Oanada was a 
British coloay. 

The history of that troubled time is com- 
prised ip a fow words. The volunteors of 
Canada rushed to arms with such alacrity 
and in such numbers that the invaders, 
after a fight at Ridgeway, near Fort Erie, 
were very glad to retire from the country 
whose peace they had so wantonly broken, 
and to refrain from making any farther 
attack upon its defenders. 

The Bolleville volunteers, who wore sta- 
tloned at Prescotb and ob Aultaville, did 
not come into collision with the Fenians, 
‘but they performed their duty well, and, 
after two weeks of service, returned to 
thelr homes. 

Tue INTELLIGENCER, In its lasue of June 
8th, 1866, gave the following details as to 
the call of arms and the departure of ‘the 
boys” for the front : 

On Sunday morning, about half-past two 
o'clock, a telegram was recoiyed by Ool. 
Campbell, of the 15th Battalion, ordering 
his force to Preacott atonce. Ina few 
moments the bugles were sounded, the 
alarm bells were rang, and before daylight 
a considerable force had assembled at the 
armory, The news spresd like wildfire 
through the town, and at tho dawn of day 
the streets were alive with people. About 
9 o'clock, escorted by the riflos, the Battal- 
fon proceedtd to the station, where 
a special train was in ewaiting, and 

ter a few moments spent in bidding their 
friends farewell, the men embarked, and 
amidat the cheers of the assembled thofs- 
ands, the waving of handkserchiefs, the 
stirring strains of the martial musio, the 
fron horse bore away its preclous freight. 
Lieut. Ool, Campbell was in command. 

About five o'clock the steamer Bay of 
Quinte arrived from Ploton with over 300 
men of the 16th Battalion, under command 
of Lieut,.Ool. Ross. They were escorted 
to the armory by the Rifles and a large 
crowd of peope, and preparations had been 
made to have them billeted through the 
town. But in a few moments after, 
orders camo to have the 16th Battalion to 
Poon to Kingston and the Belleville 

fles to Cornwall, by spectal train, which 
was waiting. Again our citizens accom- 
panied the gallant men to the station, and 
the scene of the morning was enacted over 
again. Amid the fervent **God blees you,” 
of relatives and friends, the booming of 
cannon, the waving of handkerchiefs and 
the loud cheors of the people, the men got 
on bosrd- and the train was soon under 
headway. 

Monday morning thero was again o 
hurrying to and fro on our atreets, for the 
remainder of thore belongingto the 16:h 
and 16th Battalions had got ready to leave, 
and there were a number of fresh recruits 
composed of our best citizens that helped 
to fill up the ranks. At half-past eleven 
two companies from Prince Edward under 
command of Capt. Wm. Anderson and 
Capt. J. Andorsoo, and one from Belleville 
under command of Capt. L. H. Henderson, 
took the noon express. the former to joia 
thelr comrades at Kingston, tho latter theirs 
ab Prescott. Hundreds of citizens os 
sembled at the station to witnvss their de- 
prrture and cheered them heartily as the 
train loft the depob. 

Altogether from 700 to 800 men have 
left Bellevillo for the field of danger, a tact 
of which wo have every resson to fool 
proud, and of which we can justly boast, 

The followlng editorial comments on the 
momentous event were also mado : 


RALLY FROM BELLEVILLE, 


Sunday, tho third of June, will be o 
memorable day for Belleville and the coun 
try surrounding. Twice on that day did 
thousands of our citizens, men, women and 
children, accompany the gallant bands of 
Volunteers to the station, and bid thom 
“God speed,’ on their perilous but noblo 
journey.

homes elsewhero, Bub the survivors who 
are resident here—changed, although they 
are, by the Inevitable process of time, are 
yet as loyal, as patriotic, as when at the 
call of duty, thoy shouldered thelr muskets 
and went forth to offer up thelr lives, if 
need be, in defence of home—of Canada 
and Canadian solf-government under Brib- 
ish rule. 

As our readers are aware, they proposed 
to celebrate to-day the 26:h anniversary of 
their call to arms ; but the death-atroke re-

Dr, Wright’/s Summary. 

Dr. Wright when seen at midnight after 
the final consultation for the day and the 
issue of the last bulletin, stated that the 
marvelous vital forces which have enabled 
the Premier to so long maintain bis struggle 
for life are undergoing a process of slow but 
sure decay.

Some of His Last Words, 

On Friday last Senator went 
down to Ernscliffe and was admitted to 
seo the Premier, who was then apparently 
recovering from the slight attack of para- 
lysis of Wednesday and was fovling 
much better than on the preceding day, Sir 
John greeted his old friend cordially, and in 
the course of conversation referred to his ill- 
ness, ridiculing the idea of paralysis, which 
the physicians bad informed him was the na- 
ture of the attack.

A'DAKOTA CYCLONE, 


Several Poople Killed and Much Damage 
‘ Vccasioned, 

WATERTOWN, Dak., June 2.—This after- 
noon a small dark funnel-shaped cloud 
suddenly appeared in tho south and 
soon davelopod into a cyclone, It 
moved close to the ground with 
a whirling motion anda noise like a huge 
fire snapping and crackiog. Fortunately it 
struck the city on the extreme@™eastero limit 
where the buildings were scattered. Six 
baros were demolisted, The path of the 
storm was 100 feet wide, but not a 
single house within the limits was 
in its way Horses were burled into 
the air oni sent sprawling to the earth, 
Wagons were taken up bodily and dashed to 
pieces.

A FRIGHTFUL DEATH. 


A Fevor-Crazed Mav Leaps From a Liver.

The Game of Baccarat, 

No lottery of chance was ever talked about 
as much as baccarat, It is fascinating to o 
degree beyond ordinary comprehension. 
Probably no game of cards so absolutely 
simple in its details and free from complica- 
tions -was ever so popular. In brief, one 
member of a party elects to be banker. He 
deals the cards to only two playets from a 
box similar to a cigar box after they have 
been shuffled. The point is to get’ nine 
or eighteen spots in order to* win. Two 
cards must be. déalt to each player before 
the dealer serves himself. To get more than 
eighteen spots is fatal, and he who first 
counts nine or eighteen takes the money 
wagered, If, however, a player fails to get 
the desired number the. banker dratvs a 
card alférnately with the two players, and 
if nine or eighteen is not made before stop- 
ping and the banker ties the player the Iat- 
ter loses The players stake their money 
separately. Infact, at one deal there aro 
two games in progress and the spectators 
may wager their money on either, allof 
which rust be accepted by the banker. 

The great difficulty to an ordinarily pru- 
dent baccarat player is to know when to 
leave off; even the strongest-minded can 
scarcely trust their judgment in this respect, 
so it may be readily imagined what sort of 
chance any vacillating player hasof being 
successful at the game. 


There are certain matters in connection 
with the Tranby Croft baccarat affair that 
are worth considering, for although heaps 
of articles have been printed most of them 
may be put down as rubbish, Sir William is 
alleged to have resorted to a form of cheat- 
ing knownas the “pousette’—that is, add- 
ing to the stake when the banker bas lost 
and decreasing it when he has won. Now, 
had the table been better conducted it would 
have been impossible for this to have oc- 
curred, 

As every player at baccarat knows, prior 
to the banker making ao start, he states the 
amount in the bank—let us put it, for exam- 
ple, at £50. Anyone sitting down at the 
tablo has the right to call the whole of the

The Defence, 

Arthur Stanley Wilson, son of the million- 
aire owner of Tranby Croft aud the loading 
stockholder in the Wilson lino of steamera, 
entered the witness box as the first witness 
for the defence. Mr. Wilson testifled tothe 
fact that on the first night of the baccarat 
playing at Tranby Croft, Sopt, 5, be saw a 
red counter representing £5 croupier of paper 
In front of Cumming. 

When tho latter's tableau won Sir William 
had his hand in front of him and ho alsS had 
another £5 counter in the palm of his right 
hand. Tho baronet, according to witness, 
then looked at Sir Edward Somoerset’s hand, 
and soeing that he hold anatural anda 
court card he (Sir William) at once dropped 
the £5 countor from his right hand, and was 
paid on both of the counters he had thus 
placed on the table. 

Thisevidenco caused a great sensation. 
W ilson said be saw the same thing repeated 
by Cumming the same evening, and he then 
told Levett that the baronet was choating. 
When Wilson informed Levett of 
what ho had observed Levett said 
it was ‘impossibie,” that the wit 
ness must be mistake n. Wilson told Leyett 
to watch Sir William. Levett followed his 
advice, and he also saw the baronet cheat 
in the manner described. Levett upon being 
convinced by personal observation that what 
Wilson said was true, oxclaimed, “ This ” 
too hot,” 

An Indignant Novice, 

Witness was indignant when asked if he 
was not anoyice inthe game of baccarat, 
Wilson replied that ho had played 
the game often before the notorious 
games at Tranby Croft, and claimed to thor- 
oughly understand the gamo in all its details, 

Continuing, Wilson said ho saw Cumming 
cheatagain. The baronet had a £5 counter 
op the table and directly he discovered that 
th: card turned up was favorable to bim he 
posted a £2 counter forward with 
a pencil, which ho held in his hand, aud was 
paid £7, The witness then detailed 
the subsequent conversation he bad with 
Levott in the latter’s bedroom, eaying that 
when ho told the latter of what he had seen 
Lavett exclaimed: ‘ My God! to think of 
Lieutenant-Colonel Sir William Gordon 
Cumming being caught chesting at cards!” 
Witvess said, “I asked what ou oarth are we 
todo?” To this Levett replied, ‘For good- 
ness sake, don’t ask me, Ho is in my own 
regiment and was my own ca) tain. What am 
Ito do?” Wilson sald; “I then told my mother 
of what I had seen and mother said, ‘For 
goodness sake don’t have a scandal here.’ I 
then told her I would have a proper table 
prepared for baccarat playing so that a repe- 
tition of the conduct we had observed would 
be impossible. Referring to a question on the 
subject young Wilson said there was abso- 
lutely no agreement to watch Cumming play 
on the second night, The table used for 
baccarat on that occasion was a long pantry 
table covered with green baize, As upon 
the previous night the Prince of Wales occu- 
pled tho position of banker and Gen. Wil- 
liams acted as croupier. The witness be- 
lieved the plaintiff again had a paper and 
some of his counters on the table, He had 
other counters in the breast pocket of his 
dress cont. 

The plaintiff added the witnoss had a long 
thick curpenter’s pencil his hand. On 
this pencil the words “Tranby Croft” 
were stamped. Cumming staked a 25 
counter and the Prince of Wales gave 
cards to Lady Coventry, who took a 
seven, which was considered a good card from 
the pack, The plaintif! looked over Lady 
Coventry’s band and the witness then saw 
Sir Williai’s hand go out and gradually ad- 
vance the white lino marked on the baccarat 

table, It then came round to the Prince of 

Wales’ turn to take a card and he took one

Ilow the Lepers Live. 

At the leper settlement of Molokai, writes 
Sister Rose Gertrude to The Ladies’ Home 
Journal, the time hangs very heavily on the 
hands of even these ease-loving children of 
the tropics. Some fow, in the first atage of 
the disease, build cottages, some cultivate 
taro, tobacco, sugar-cane, or other plants in 
small enclosed patches. In olden tlmes they 
distilled strong and harmful liquors, but this 
is now, happliy, forbidden by laws ‘Lhe sea 
around abounds with all kinds of fish, and 
the stronger ones pass hours in this favorite 
pursuit. There aré a number of horses at 
the settlement, too, and sometimes there 
are horse-races, the training for which Is an 
amusement to them for weeks beforehand. 
The women fish or ride, too, Asarule they 
are not mach given to domestic pursuits, 
though some still make hate, and gorgeous 
quilts with birds and flowera cut out of 
colored rags, stitched on to the white calico. 
But those who can work are almost disin- 
clined to do eo, by the utter uselessness of 
theirindustry, ‘* Weare dying,” say they; 
** Why should we waste our time in work- 
ing to leave good things behind for those 
who do not care for us?” The Chinese 
bear off the palm forindustry. They plant 
taro and rice, and establish bread and cake 
stores, and eyen make candy for those who 
have the good fortune to receive money 
from their friends on the otherislands, Of 
course there are many who from loss of 
hands or feet are unable to work, and theirs 
is the eaddest lot. They have literally no- 
thing to do but sleep and smoke, and their 
lives are unutterably dreary.

EDITORIAL BREVITIBS. 


The Globe remarks of the Maritime Prov- 
inces : ‘* Their resources lle idle whilst pop- 
nlation rashes across the line in endless 
procession.” And yet the provinces in 
question show a much larger increase of 
population and a much healthier condition 
of trade and agriculture than is shown by 
the States of the Union which lle alongside 
of them. Has this fact escaped the notice 
of the Globe? 


Mr. Mercleor—that cunning picker-up of 
unconsidered titles—will shortly return 
from Europe with tho title of ‘* Count of 
the Holy Roman Empire,” which it is now 
alleged he purchased for $8775, and a titu- 
lar distinction bestowed upon him by the 
King of Belgium. Mr. Mercier, who was 
mistaken for the Premier of Canada, had 
a very good time; but he did not succeed 
In his attempt to borrow ten millions of 
dollars {n France. 


The Globe notes that Sir Ebienne Tache, 
the head of the Ooalition Administration 
of 1864, died on July 30, 1865, Parlia- 
ment had been called for August 8. On 
August 6 Sir Narcisse Bellcau was sworn in 
as Receiver General and became Premier. 
Parliament met on the 8th, aud business 
went on according to programme. Al- 
though the Cabinet -was technically dis- 
solved by the death of the First Minister 
the other Ministers continued to hold of- 


fics under the new chief without going back 
for re-election. 


Amongst the many kindly things said of 
Sir John by his political opponents, the 
following from the Montreal Herald i8 
worthy of note,as the production of the Hon. 
Peter Mitchell, who was for some years 
his collesgue and during the last two Par- 
Maments one of his most bitter opponents : 
“Whatever differences of opinion men 
may have as to the merits of Sir John Mao- 
donald’s political mothods, none will deny 
that he labored earnestly and patriotically 
for Canada; and while it would be too 
much to designate him as the father of his 
country, it can at least be said that among 
the fathers of his country he occupied a 
fcremost position. And whatever blem- 
ishes may attach to his political career, ib 
can truly be sald of him that no man in 
Canada ever gave more of his hoart, more 
of his wealth, or more of his intellect and 
powers for the good of his country.”

The Correspondence, 
Wasuinoron, April 21, 

Dean Sin Jomn: Larrived in Washington at 
5,80 p.m. on Wednesday, April 1, and after tak- 
ing rooms at the Arilogton at once drove to the 
British Legation, where I waa recoived In the 
kindest mannor by Sir Julian and Lady Paunoe- 
foto, who fnsisted upon my staying with them 
during my visit to Washington, which Invitation 
Laccepted. Sir Julian told me he had pressed 
Mr, Blaine for an answor to his note of enauiry 
as to when he would receive delega tos from Can- 
ada to discuss the proposed question of recipro 
city and that be bad been Informed by Mr 
Blaine that morning that he (Sir Julian) would 
recelve a letter that day, Sir Jullan 
informed Mr. Blaino that he had been 
advised by Lord Stanley of my departure for 
Washington, To this Mr. Blaine replied that 
upon my arrival he would be very happy to see 
me, but thatin the meantime he would send a 
written avawer (o Sir Julian's note. 

Mr. Blaine'’s lotter reached Sir Julian shortly 
after my arrival. It contained a formal acknow- 
ledgment of Sir Julian's note and intimated that ho 
sald that exception had been taken by the Presi 
demt and himself to the proposed basla of negotia- 
tions at the time tha momo on this subject was 
submitted to him by Sir Jullan. In this view Sir 
Julian told me he could not concur, as according 
to his recollection no reference had been mado 
atthe time to the President or that such wore his 
views Mr. Blaine also sald that he did not agroo 
with the references which had been made by Sir 
John Macdonald and Sir Charles Tupper during 
the elections as to what had taken place concern 
ing the initiation of the proposed in- 
formlal discussion between the Dominion and 
the United States representatives, The lnvitation, 
Mr. Blaine contended, had come from Sir 
Julian. He added, however, that be would bo 
pleased to receive the delogates from Canada and 
to confer with them informally upon the subject 
of reciprocal trade relations on the following 
morning, April? Sir Juan wrote Mr. Blaine, 
sayiog that I had arrived and asking when it 
would be convenient for Mr, Blaine to receive us. 
Mr. Blaine replied immediately that he would be 
most happy to meet us atthe State Department 
at 11 the same morning, that he would have pro- 
ferred to see us at his residence, but it was 
diplomatic reception day at the State Depart- 
ment and that we would be admitted to his 
office Immediately after those who were before 
us, Sir Julianand I reached the State Depart 
ment precisely at 11 o‘clock, where we found the 
German minister waiting and learned the Mexi- 
can and Danish ministers were already with Mr. 
Blaine. We were soon joined by the French and 
Spanish ministers. As soon as the German minis- 
ter had had his interview, we were sent for by Mr, 
Blaine, He received me vory cordially and pro- 
ceeded to remind moe of our having met on the 
occasion of the opening of the LGR. connect- 
log Maine and New Brunswick, I told him I had 
always had a vivid and agreeable recollection of 
the incident, andthat I was very glad to have an 
opportunity of renowing the pleasant ac. 
quaintance I had at that time formed, 
I told Mr. Blaine that I wished = at 
the outset to recognize the accuracy 
of the statement contained in his letter to Sir 
Jullan Pauncefote which I had seen in reference 
tothe initiation of negotiations regarding re- 
ciprocal trade arrangements between the two 
countries, that I believed it arose from negotis- 
tions which had recently taken place between tho 
United States and Canada and the desire ex- 
pressed by Canada to be Included in any arrange- 
ments such as had been understood to have been 
contemplated by United States andNewfoundland, 
and that upon that being communicated to him by 
Sir Julian Pauncefote he had expressed his willing. 
ness to open negotiations for reciprocal trade 
arrangements between Canada and the United 
States, assisted by delogates from the Dominion, 
the negotiations to be Informal and to a certain 
extent of a confidential nature until they 
could assume a more formal character if 
any results were arrived at. Mr. Blaine 
said he had understood that Canada had taken 
some exception to the proposed arrangement 
with the United States by Newfoundland. I ad- 
mitted that such was the case and that I had ex- 
plained to Her Majesty's Government that in 
connection with the question of the Atlantic 
fisheries the interests of Canada and Newfound 
land had always been regarded as loseparable; 
that the treaties of 4 and ‘71 provided for the 
participation of Newfoundland by the action of 
its legisiature; that the ratification of the treaty 
of "88 depended upon the approval of Newfound- 
land, and that there appeared to be great objec- 
tlons on many accounts to the interests involved 
being dealt with separately, Mr. Blaine asked me 
what was the reason that Newfoundland had not 
become partof the Canadian Confederation. I 
replied that in addition to its being somewhat 
more remote the diMiculty was that what had

Livutenant-Governor, who waa also the 
commander-in-chief, aa to what course 
the Government of Nova Scotia should 
pursue and that the President of the United 
States had sent an autograph letter thanking bliin 
for the action of the Government of Nova Scotia 
ou that occasion. I had only to repeat, I went on 
to say, thar the Government of Sir John Mac- 
donald and the party which sustained him had 
the strongest desire to promote reciprocal trade 
between the two countries,and their hopes io that 
direclion were greatly strengthened by 
the decided measures which Mr. Blaine 
had taken to promote § reciprocal trade 
with other countries and that I could 
not see why he could not with great advantage to 
the United States as well as to Cam ada extend to 
the north the game policy he bad pursued with 
other countries to the south whose trade was 
much smaller than that between the Do- 
mivion and the United States, I sald that the 
fact that he had expressed his readiness 
to receive the representations that Canada wish- 
ed to make would show that ho was quite open 
to consider that question. I was further 
strengthened In theso views, I added, by the dis- 
position that be had shown to make reciprocal 
arrangements with the colony of Newfoundland. 
Under the modus vivendi an arrangement was 
made by which the licenses given in Canada or 
Newfoundland covered the waters of both. The 
fact that a large number of licenses were 
taken out in Canada led to the conclusion 
that Canada was the best buss of supplies for the 
fishermen of the United States, who In going to 
the Grand Banks of Nowfoundland from Glouces- 
ter naturally passed near the coasts of Nova 
Scotia, where they were ocntitied to obtain not 
only ull the baitand other commercial privileges 
they required, but In addition were entitled to 
shipcrews and to tranship by rail their fish io 
bond through Canada to the markots of the 
United States, 

Sone question thon arose between Sir Juliana 
Pauncefote and Mr, Blaine asto Mr, Bond’s ne- 
gouations. Sir Julian explained that Mr. Bond 
had not authority to negotiate in any other way 
than through him and that Mr. Bond's last 
nogotiation was entirely irregular and without 
4 utbority. 

Mr. Blaine said that it did not appear necess ary 
to negotiate any treaty with Newfoundland, as 
that colony had expressed its readiness to give 
the United States the privileges they enjoyed 
by their own actioo, and that they proposed not 
only to give bait to United States fishermen but 
to refuse to give the samo privilege to Canada I 
told Mr. Blaine that the Bait Act in Newfoundland 
had received the assent of Her Majesty upon the 
distinct pledge of Sir Ambrose Shea and the then 
premier of Newfoundland that Canadian vessels 
would not be affected by it, that I understood the 
courts of Newfoundland had declared that 
the action taken under that act was nct 
legal. I added that Her Majesty had the power 
to disallow any bill that might be passed upon th 
subject by the colony.

Strange Results of Paralysis, 

A Orab Orchard, Ky., special of May 11 
to the Louisville Courier-Journal says :—A 
peculiar phage of physical and mental aber- 
ration has just been developed here, in the 
case of Simon Gormley, who is now lying 
{n a semi-conscious coudition at his moth- 
er’s home on Spring avenue, in this villago, 
suftering from the effect of a stroke of par 
alysis, or rather a sories of strokes received 
last Tuesday. 

Mr, Gormley is a nophew of the late Dr. 
O. O, Graham, Loulaville’s once distin- 
guished centenarian, and {s well known in 
and around Lexington, where, up to two 
years ago, he resided. About that time, 
while on a visit to his mother at this place, 
he was paralysed in the right side, and lay 
for some weeks in a precarious conditton. 
Under the treatment of his cousin, Dr. J, 
B. Graham, he rallied, but it was discover- 
ed that the stroke had deprived him totally 
of the power of epeech ; but his other sen- 
sorial faculties were untmpaired. His hith- 
erto robust constitution and tenacity of life 
reasserted themselves, and he soon regained 
his wonted health, As a substitute for his 
loes of rpsech, he used a pocket slate, by 
which he communicated freely and readily. 

A few days ago young Gormley partici- 
pated In a game of base ball, and, returning 
home, was a few hours afterward seized 
with a violent pain In his right side, and 
fell down the victim of another paralytic 
attack. 

Convalsion followed convulsion in rapid 
succession, until some twenty odd had been 
coupted. During these violent paroxysms 
he was heard to articulate: ‘Oh |” several 
times, feebly, and as the last convulsion 
subsided he was heard to say dietinotly : 
“Oh God, let me die!” An hour's quiet 
followed, during which ho relspsed into 3 
sort of lethargy. At this juncture his 
sisters arrived at his bedside. 

Their familiar voices at once roused him, 
and he astonished all his attendants by sit- 
ing up and addressing his sisters as natura- 
ally and eonsibly as he ever had. By some 
mysterious operation his tongue had been 
loosened, and for the firat time in two years 
ho listened to the sound of his own voice. 

On being asked by Dr. Pettus if he knew 
that this year was 1891, he quickly replied : 
‘Why, no; this is June, 1889.” Theremem- 
brance of all that he has seen, heard, and 
experienced In the last two yoars seema to 
have antirely faded from his mind, Ofall, 
however, that occurred up to that time he 
has the most perfect remembrance. And 
the faces that he knew before he lost his 
speech are the same ; but the last two years 
are as much a blank to him as to Rip Van 
Winkle were tho twenty years that he spent 
in that grotto of the Catskills. 

That his last paralytl> stroke should de- 
stroy the mental impressions of two years, 
and leave the others perfect, manacle his 
limbs, are phonomena that are puzzling all 
who have heard of the case, and are re- 
garded almost in the light of a miracle. 
Phe patient is very weak, and when roused 
from his stupor complains of pain in the 
lungs, but Drs. Pettus and Oarpenter, who 
have the case under treatment, are hopeful 
of his recovery, and say that his speech will 
be as perfect as ever when he getsup. His 
failure to recall what has happened in the 
last two yoars creaces some distrust, and 
gives rise to the supposition that his mind 
is shattered; but his medical attendants 
think that a surgical operation will set the 
mental camera a}l right. 


Macdonald Reminiscences, 

Kryaston, June 8.—The Rey. Saltern

Tho family residence was 
on tho north shore of the Hay bay. 1t was 
a small frame house, which is still known to 
the old inhabitants as **the Macdonalds’ 
house.” Sir John used to say that hie 
fathor deeded him that property soon after 
he attained his majority and on tt he quall- 
tiod for the first vote he ever gave.

To Lady Macdonald, Ernscliffe. Ottawa: 

On bebalf of the synod of the diocese of 
Ontario now in session, I desire to offer our 
united expression of deep sympathy with Lady 
Macdonald In this time of painful anxiety, while 
pray ing the God of all congolation may support 
ber In this visitation of Providence.

British goods ho was merely giving play to

Petersburg correspondent gives a pitiable 
account of the destitution he witnessed in 
the districts of Kasan, Simbersk, Samara, 
Nizinh-Novorgood and Penan, Hundreds of 
persons have died of starvation in the past 
five weeks.

The paralysis of 
the right side continues justas it was, The 
left side which was first actacked is not psra- 
lysed. He can open his eyes, their appear- 
ance have not been affected by his allness. 
The greatest amount of discussion 
ond doubt concerning the case has 
arison aver the hemorrhage of the brain. 
Paralysis, it should be remembered, is only 
a symptom, In this case the cause was 
attributed tothe rupturé of a blood vessel 
in the brain and a conseauent effusion of 
blood. Paralysis can be produced by 
several other causes, and one, a stoppage of 
blood flowing to the brain, produces 
exactly the same  syptoms. Some 
people, particulasly physicians have 
questioned whether thers were any 
evidences of hemorrhage in this case, 
Nothing but a post mortem examination can 
determine some cases, but in this cass there 
is undoubtedly an effusion of blood on the 
brain, A clot of blood might form from a 
diseased or weak heart and produce all the 
fymptoms present in the Premier's case, 
As the bulletins give the pulss and respira- 
tion it may be stated that respiration is 
usually between 15 and 20 a minute, or 
about as ope to four beats of the pulse. 
Notthing characterizes this case so much as 
the absolute certainty of death.

Now, while they are in their declining

LANGEVIN—M'GREEVY. 
Longed.For Letters That Aro Not Porth- 
coming—A Missing Witness at Length 
Puts ln an Appearance. 

OTTAWA, June 5.—The Tarte investigation 
into the Langeviu-McGreevy scandal was re- 
sumed again to-day at the Committee ou 
Priviloges and Elections. The Government 
contractors generally take a great interest in 
the proceedings, many of them being in at- 
tendance each day, Mr, Gobeil, Deputy 
Minister of Public Works, was the first wit- 
ness. He was asked to examine and ideatify 
another batch of documents put in as ex- 
hibits in regard to the Esquimalt graving 
dock, Following this, O, E. Murphy, one of 
the firm of Larkin, Connolly & Co., was 
called as a witness. A statement was placed 
in his hands by Mr. Geoffrion, counsel for 
Tarte, to which he swore, showing that 
Robert McGreevy was taken into the firm of 
Larkin, Connolly & Co, with the knowledge 
of Thomas McGreevy and paid 380 per cent, 
on ths contract, the other 70 per cent, 
being equally divided between himself 
(Murphy), Nicholas Connolly, Michael Con- 
nolly and P. Larkin, A letter from Nicholas 
Connolly in regard to this matter and ad- 
dressed to witness was banded him to idontify, 
which he did. The reason for taking 
in Robert was to get the influence of Thomas 
McGreevy with the Department of Public 
Works. On being asked to read it, a 
squabble took place with counsel over the 
matter, aud the chairman decided that it 
would be best toget the writer, ‘Nicholas 
Connolly, to prove that he had written it.

The International Tunnel. 

The first sod for thé new tunnel to be 
constructed under the Detroit river con- 
necting Canada, at Windsor, Ont., and 
the United States, at Detroit, Mich., was 
turned April 80th. The tunnel will take 
a direction which will bring it to the 
river below the Michigan Central Rail- 
way slip dock. Thé total length will be 
12,088 feet, of which there will be an 
open cut of 2,000 feet on the Windsor 
side, and 1,500 on the Detroit side.

Mr. Laurier's tribute was quietly eloquent, 
full of the kindest ,expressions toward Sir 
John and oulogistic of him in the highest 
terms as a statesman. 

Nicholas Flood Davin followed and aptly 
described Sir John when he spoke of his ex 
quisite urbanity. 

Eloquent Tributes to the Dead, 

The Speaker took the chair at 3 o'clock, 

Mr, Speaker; I dosire to inform the House 
that in view of the fact that the Right Hon. 
leader of this House died so late on Satur- 
day night and it was impossible to commu- 
nicate with hon. members earlier than the 
present, I thought it was only a fitting 
tribute to a gentloman who bad occupied so 
prominent a position both in purliament and 
in the councils of the country for so long a 
time that we sbould exhibit some sign of 
mourning in this House to-~i ys and I took 
the responsibility of ordering that the sym- 
bols of mourning which arc shown here to- 
day should be put up this inorning, and I 
venture to express the hope that the honor- 
able members on both sides of the House, ir- 
respective altogether of politics, will sustain 
mo in the action I have taken, (Hear, hear.] 

Sir Hector Langevin: Mr. Speaker, hav- 
ing toannounce to the House the sad event 
that bas been known for two days, I was 
afraid I could not trust tomy memory, and 
I therefore thought it desiravle to place in 
writing whatT wish tosay, Accordingly, I 
willnow read the observations I désire to 
offer, 

Mr. Speaker, os the oldest Privy Coun- 
cillor, it falls to my lot to announce to the 
House that our dear old chief, the First 
Minister of Canada, is nomore, After a 
painful illuess of two weeks death putan 
end to bis earthly career on Saturday last. 
To tell you, Mr. Speaker, my feelings under 
the circumstances is more than Ican do. I 
feel that by the death of Sir John Macdonald 
Canada has lost its. greatest  states- 
man, ao great patriot, a man of 
whom any country in the world would 
be justly proud. Her Majesty our gracious 
Queen never hada more devoted and loyal 
subject than the grand old man whose loss 
woe alldeplore and regret from_ the bottom 
of our hearts. For nearly fifty years he has 
directed the public affairs of this country, 
He was, among the fathers of Confederation, 
the most prominentand distinguished, He 
put his whole soul into that great under- 
taking, knowing full well that the confedera- 
tion of all the British North American 
provinces would give to our people a country 
and institutions to be proud of and to the 
Empire not only a right arm but a great and 
safo bighway to her Indian and other 
possessions, He told me more than once how 
grateful he was W& the 
Canada to have allowed 
have consummated that great work. 
fact is his love for Canada 
equal to thathe had for his own 
Country. Mr. Speaker,. when the bistorians 
of Canada write the history of the Inst 50 
years they will have to write the life of Sir 
John Macdonald, and in writing bis life they 
may not agree with all bis public acts, but 
they cannot fail to say that he was a great 
mab, a most distinguished statesmon and 
that bis whole life was spent in the service of 
hi: country, dying in the midst of his official 
duties, not baving a day's rest before he 
passed to a better world. [I need not 
express, Mr, Speaker, my own personul feel, 
ings. Having spent balf of my life with 
him as bis follower and bis friend his de- 
parture is the same asif I lost half of my 
existence remember how devoted 
he was not only to the old 
province of Canada, but bho chivalrous he 
showed himself to the Province of Quebeo 
and especially to my French-Canadian coun 
trymen io had ovly ao word to gay, and 
instead of being atthe head of a small band 
of 17 Upper Canada members, he would baye 
all the representatives of bis province behind 
him, but as he told me several times he pre- 
ferred to be just to his French compatriots und 
allies, and the result was that when Confed- 
eration came the Province of Quebec had 
confidence in him, and on his death-bed our 
great chief could see that his just policy has 
socured peace and happiness to all 

Mr, Speaker, 1 would have wished to con- 
tinue to speak of our doar departed friond 
and bave spoken to you about his goodness 
of heart, the witness of which I have been so 
often, but I feel that I must stop. My heart 
is full of tears. I cannot proceed further, I 
move thatin the opinion of this House the 
niortal remains of the Right Hon. Sir John A. 
Macdonald, G.C.B., should be publicly in 
terred, and that this.House will concur in 
Kiving to the coromony a fitting dogree of 
solemnity and importance

Through that long dark stretch of a 
thousand years lying between the fifth and | 
fifteenth centuries the greatest luxuries 
were books. So costly were they tbat {b 
was next to impossible for any but the rish- 
est to procure such expensive treasures, the 
more’s the pity, since but inches of inform. | 
ation, 80 to speak, remain to tell the story 
of their worth and tho tale of wonderful 
garnitude,both binding and ornamentation, 
revealing the peculiarly rich and varied 
handicraft then in vogue, 

Much of the transcribing of the period 
was done by residents of religious houses ; 
boards of hard wvod, over which leather 
was stretched, enclosed those precious 
treasures, and further protection by metal- 
lic corner pleces and masslye clasps pre- 
served the leaves from ipjary. 

Literary treasures intended for royal 
households and ecclesiastical dignitaries, 
and coples for churches and monasteries 
had side casings of ivory on which appro- 
priate subjects were carved in ailver, of 
tht fretwork pattern, and otherwise 

lstinctively honored by the addition of 
gold plaques, studded with gems and 
jewels. Both sets and single volumes were 
carefully incased in boxes no less expensive 
than wero the brilliant bindings, 

In the British Museum may be seen an 
elghth-century relic, and in this antique 
binding are enclosed the St. Cuthbert Gos- 
pels and MSS,, written, it is recorded, with 
great beauty ; the binding is of velvet In- 
termingled with allver, with a broad allver 
border enriched with inlald gems. 

Coming to the eleventh and twelfth cen- 
turles, we reach another form of treasure 
—manuecript upon vellum. These had 
diptych covers, which means *‘a double 
writing tablet, such as could be folded, and

A NATIONAL MEMORIAL. 


While the name of Oanada remains upon 
the map of the world and the history of

In order that it may be a traly nattonal 
movoment—that rich and poor, old and 
young, male and fomale, whio wish to honor 
the memory of the departed Chieftain, may 

‘feel that they can do so, and that at the 
same time thera may be no ostentations 
giving to advertise the donors—we sugzesb 
that subscriptions as low as 250, should be 
taken and that the limlt for any porson 
should be $10. Many a poor man, and 
many a boy and girl throughout this wide 
Dominion, will feel it an honor to have a 
hand in erecting a memorial to Oanada's 
greatest son; while our rich men, who 
would willingly give liborally to such an 
object, should stand side by aide with their 
brethren, feeling that in honoring him who 
gave his life work to the whole peoplo of 
this Dominion all class distinctions should 
be sunk.

erning mon Sir John Macdonald was gifted 
as fow men in any land or in any age were 
gifted—gifted with the most high of all quali 

ties, qualities which would havo shoue in 
any theatre and which have shone all tho 
more conspicuously the larger the theatre 

The fact that he could congregate together 
elements the most heterogeneous and blend 
thom into one compact party and to tho end 
of his life keop them steadily under his hand 
is perhaps sltogether unprecedented, The 
fact that during all theso years ho main- 
tained unimpaired not only the confidence 
but the devotion and the ardent devotion 
and affection of his party is evidence that 
besides those higher qualities of states- 
manahip to which we wero the 
daily witnesses, be was also endow- 
ed “with this inner, subtle, indefinablo 
characteristic of soul which wins and keeps 
tho hearts of men. Asto his statesmanship 
itis written in the history of Canada. It 
may be said without any exaggeration, 
whatever that the life of Sir John Macdonald 
from the date he eutered Parliament is 
the history of Canada, for he was connected 
and associated with all the events, all the 
facts, with all the developments which 
brought Canada from tho position Canada 
then occupied—the position of two small 
provinces, having nothing in common but 
the common allogiance and united by a bond 
of paper, and united by nothing else—to the 
wresentstate of development which Canada 
kas reached. Although my political views 
compel me to say that in my judgment his 
actions were not always tho best 
that could have been taken in the 
interest of Canada, although my con- 
sclence compels me to say that*of late 
ho has imputed to his opponents motives 
which I must say in my beart he has miscon- 
ceived, yet am only toe glad here to sink 
these differences and to remember oaly the 
great services he has performed for his coun- 
try, to remember that his actions displayed 
unbounded fertility of resource, a high level 
of intellectual conception, and, above all, a 
far-reaching vision beyond the event of the 
day and still higher permeating the whole a 
broad patriotism to Canada's welfare, Can- 
ada's advancement and Canadu’s glory. The 
life of a statesman is always au arduous one 
and very often it is an ungrateful one, More 
often than otherwise his actions do not ma- 
ture until he isin his grave. Not so, how- 
ever, in the case of Sir John Macdonald. His 
career bas been a singularly fortunate one, 
His reverses wore few and of short duration, 
He was fond of power, and, in my judgment, 
if I may say 80, that was the turning 
point of his history. He was fond of power 
and he never made any secret of it. Many 
times we have heard him avow it on the 
floor of this Parliament, and his ambition in 
this respect was gratified as perhaps no 
other mav’s ambition ever was. In my 
judgment even the career of William 
Pitt can hardly compare with that of Sir 
John Macdonald in this respect, for although 
William Pitt, moving in a higher sphere, 
had to deal with problems greater than ours, 
yet I doubt if in the management of a party 
William Pitt had to contend with difficulties 
equal to those that Sir John Macdonald had 
to contend with. In his death, too, he séems 
to have been singularly happy. Twenty 
years ago I was told by poe who at that time 
was a close persofal and political 
friend of Sir John Macdonald, that in 
the intimacy of his domestic circle 
he was fond of repeating that his end would 
be asthe end of Lord Chatham, that he 
would be carried away from tbe floor of Par- 
liament to die, How true bis vision into the 
future was we bow kuow, for we saw him 
at the last with enfeebled hoalth and declin- 
ing strength struggling on the floor of Par- 
liament until, the hand of fate upon him, he 
was carried to his home to die, and thus to 
die with his armor on was provably bis am- 
bition.

Death and Separation. 

Sir, death is the supreme law, although we 
see it every day in every form, although ses- 
sion after session we have secon it in this Par- 
liament, striking right and. left without any 
discrimination as toage orstation, yet the ever 
recurring spectacle does not in any way re- 
move the bitterness of the sting.

‘To-day we deplore the loss of him whom 
weall unite in saying was the foremost 
Canadian of his time and who filled tho 
largest pin ® in Canadian history.

Hon, Mackenzie Bowell 


Tells of Early Acquaintance With Sir Johu 
and the Causes of His Great Success. 


Ottawa, Jane 8.—Hon. Mackevzio 
Bowell spoke impromptu of the late Pre- 
mier, Ho was asked ovor how many years 
his acquaintance with Sir John extended 
and iv a gonoral reply he sald: ‘I enter- 
od Parliament at confederation and during 
tho first five yoars I sometimes felt ib my 
duty to oppose the course of the Govern- 
ment, aud while others of Sir John's Oab- 
inet would ahow resentment he would pass 
the matter over in the most genial way 
conceivable. He never altered his general 
treatment of any person because of a differ- 
ence of opinion, It was not many years 
afterwards that we found ourselves in op- 
position and during oll that period he was 
on terms of the most intimate assoclation 
with those who sab on that side of the 
House, It was then that we became 


SO INTIMATE IN OUR RELATIONS, 


{n 1878 he asked me to join the Govern- 
ment, and daring my association with him 
for the last 13 yesra there has never been 
tho elightest disagreement. In hls treat- 
ment of his colleagues a kindlier man never 
existed, Contrary to a notion that obtains 
in some quarters he was never dogmatic in 
council, uor did he insist upon his partic- 
ular views being carried out. He would 
listen with the greatest possible attention 
to the opinions of others, and would court 
criticism from the youngest member of the 
Cabinot.

MR. BLAKE SPUAKS.

A despatch from Vancouver contains an 

interview with Mr. Edward Blake on the 
political situation. Being asked as to his 
chances of returning to political life, be 
sald that the question on which he had dif- 
fered from his party, with which he had 
labored for a quarter of a century, was a 
serious one. Onthat question the Liberals 
had made their appeal to the country, and 
they had come back stronger In numbers 
than when dissolution took place. This 
made the point of divergeuce between the 
Liberals and himself greater than It was 
when ho addressed tho electors of Weat 
Durham. ‘Ihe writing pf that letter gave 
him greater pain than anything that had 
ever occurred in his life previously. Whilst 
{t gave little encouragement to the Con- 
norvative party, it was not anassuring doc- 
ument for tho Liberals, but such were his 
convictions that, as an honest man and an- 
swerable to his God for every action, he 
could never discover how it would be pos- 
sible to frame o trade policy which would 
be favorable to foreign nations and exclu 
alve as regards the Mother Land, 

Mr. Blake's Inability to discover the pos- 
sibility of carrying out the policy of dis- 
erlmination sgainst the mother country 
without cutting the connection between the 
Dominion and the mother land must 
shared by every person who possesses the 
power of reasoning from a premiao to a con 
clusion. Mr, Ohamborlain, speaking on 
behalf of the Britlhh Governmont, said 
candidly that it could not be done, More- 
over, he sald Britain would not assont to 
stich » revolationary proceeding unless |;

ho proceeded to an analysis of the evidence 
given by Gon. Williams, Earl Coventry and 
tho Prince of Wales; the effect was in tho 
nature of an endorsement of thelr testimony. 
He dwelt at length upon Sir William Gordon 
Cumming’s high position and brave career 
and described his visitto Tranby Croft as 
an honored guest. Referring to the insinua- 
tions against the Prince of Wales, tho Lord 
Chief Justice sarcastically observed that, 
whilo people indulged in criticiams as a 
cheap way of gaining notoriety, it was 
noticeablo that they were all very much 
pleased to have the Prince, Earl Coventry 
and Lord This and That at their houses, 
(Laughter.] 

The court then touched upon tho position 
of the Prince in this affair, and the desire 
for secrecy in regard to the scandal, Was 
it not natural, said he, that with our mon- 
archical institution such a wish should have 
existed? It must be remembered that 
such incidents, with the exaggerations that 
might arise, were nowadays brought before 
a bard judging world, and not before tho 
loyal and subservient world of the Tudors, 
whose sonse and judgment bad to be consult- 
ed. Surely it was not a thing to be said 
against a man under these circumstances 
that he was anxious to keep a scandal quiet, 

While admitting the prima facie improba- 
bility of one in Sir William Gordon Cum- 
ming's position and of his wealth cheating at 
cards, yet the Lord Chief Justice made ita 
strong point against Sir William that he had 
failed to confront his accusers. 

Lord Coleridge said tho Prince of Wales 
was, he presumed, a gentleman, and the in- 
stinct of an honorable man was to range 
himself on the side of his friends. If the 
Prince did not believe the story, he would 
have made a point to show the world that he 
did not believe it, But he (the Prince) has 
not moet tho plaintiff since. Lord 
Coleridge then turned his attention to 
Sir William Gordon Cumming, though his 
eyos were kept continually upon the jury- 
men and not upon the plaintiff. During this 
branch of his discourse Jord Coleridge 
severely criticized the baronet’s conduct 
after leaving Tranby Croft, referring t» tho 
events subsequent to Sept. 10, the day when 
the Tranby Croft party may be said to have 
been broken up. His conduct then, accord- 
ing to the Chief Justice, was not of a nature 
tendingtoi ndicate that tho plaintiff? was 
innocent of the charge brought against him. 
At another portion of his charge Lord 
Coleridge, referring to the criticism heaped 
upon the Prince of Wales since tho affair 
first became public for tho share the heir- 
appareut had taken in the Tranby 
Croft episode, said that England was 
notonly a free country but a censorious 
one. The life of the Prince of Wales, 
like every other person of rank, was 
continually made a subject of public com- 
ment, 

Why Didn't Ho Read His Bible? 

“The Prince of Wales,” Lord Coleridge 
added, somewhat pathotically, ‘goes through 
many boring ceremonies,” and if he did intro- 
duce baccarat into that great house in the 
absence of any portion of the scandal being 
directly connected with the Prince of Wales 
Lord Coleridge could not imagine how any 
harm could be done to the monarchy, to the 
Prince or to anybody elss, adding significant- 
ly, “though some people might have asked 
when they beard of the trouble at Tranby 
Croft, ‘Why did ho not read his Bible? But,” 
said the Lord Chiof Justice, ‘nobody was any 
the worse by the hardworking man 
taking his pleasures among his friends,” Did 
the jury believe that the plaintif® signed the 
dishonoring document in which he stated 
that he had cheated at cards? And did this 
save the Prince of Wales? Were not the con- 
sequences far too great for the cause? 

Lord Coleridge said he could not under- 
stand how 4 man could give away all for 
which life was valued and all which made 
life worth The Hon. Chiof Justice 
wound up his charge to the jury with the 
following omphatic not to be easily mis- 
understood remark,after what he had already 
said: ‘I sond you, gentlemen of the jury, to 
do your duty, and adapting the noble words

New Erain the Sudbury District, 

Nicke Crry, June 9.—The opening of tha 
works of the Algoma Reduction Co. here 
marks a now era in the history of mining in 
this district. The works are uader the able 
management of Mr. R.H.Abn,who bas ide nti- 
fied bimself with the prosperity of the dis- 
trict. The ore to be treated will come main- 
ly from the townships of Fairbank and 
Creighton and from the rich deposits of gold 
quartz in the neighborhood of Gordon Lake 
and the Vermillion River. In several places 
the veins have been stripped, showing im- 
mense bodies of auriferous quartz. A not 
able feature is the presence of streaks of 
galena, carrying both gold and silver. The 
veins occur in a Talcose formation in tha 
Huronian rocks in that part of Algoma. 
Geologists pronounce the rock accompanying 
the gold-beariug quartz to be a schist. The 
country is somowhat hilly and the means of 
communication are not yet good. The Ver- 
million River is navigable, Wut there are 
several formidable obstructions between 
Nickel City and Larchwood; principally the 
McPherson and Stobie Falls.

The Irish Catholics naturally 
complained that there was nob a single 
Catholic senator from Ontario. There was 
no vacancy at the Sime, so 1 created one for 
the express purpose of appointing a Catho- 
lic, by making Senator McOrea ao judge. 
Now as this vacancy would not have been 
made except for this purpcse, the two re 
maining ex councillors, Messrs, Bull and 
Bennett, had no right tocomplain. When 
the Conservatives are in power again they 
must appoint thoaé two gentlomen as va: 
cancies naturally occur. Although Bennett 
{s a Grit, Mackengzio has pald no attention 
to this agreement and appointed G. Brown 
himself to the Senate In violation of it.

The 
evening before Rev. J, J. Bogart 
of St, Alban’s Church read the funeral ser- 
vice of the Church of England, all the mom- 
bers of the family being present. This morr 
ing the casket was carried from the house by 
six stalwart Dominion policemen to the 
hearse, drawn by four black horses, and 
taken to the Senate. 

Those accompanying the remains were 
Messrs, Hugh J. Macdonald, M.P., Fred 
White, Joseph Pope and George Sparks in 
one carriage, and Lieut.-Col. Smith, Deputy 
Sergeantat-Arms, and Major Sherwood 
The remains of the old Chieftain were met at 
the door by the first batch of Conservative 
membors, Messrs. MoKay, Daly, Taylor and 
Mills (Annapolis), and escorted te the Cham- 
ber. The Chamber was thrown open at 10 
o'clock, A fow minutes previously 
Lord Stanley arrived, accompanied by, 
Major Colville, military secretary, V is- 
count Kilcoursie, Captain Walsb, Licu- 
tenant-Colonel Smith and Lieutenant-Colonel 
Macpherson, aide-de camps; Major-Goneral 
Herbert and Captain Streatfeild, alde-de- 
camp. The party proceeded to the Speaker's 
apartments, where the members of the late 
Ministry were waitiog. Joining them Lord 
B'anley proceoded to the chamber where the 
dead statesman lay, bearing in his hand a 
magnificent wreath, which he lafd on the bier. 
It bore a card with the words; “In Loving 
Memory, from Stanley of Preston, and Con- 
stance Stanley.” 

The body was dressed in the fall uniform 
of an Imperial Privy Councillor. On a 
stand pear.the head were the insigaia of tho 
office. The face of the Old Man showed 
signs of the long struggle through which be 
had passed. It was worn and thin and bore 
omarked contrast tothe well-known foa- 
tures of a fortnight since. 

Thousands View the Body. 

The genoral public was then admitted. AIl 
day long the corridors were thronged with 
people anxious to have a last look at the 
Conservative Chieftain. At night the crush 
was even greater and the doors were kept 
open until near midnight, It was estimated 
that 15,000 people viewed the remains. 


A cablegram was received to-day from 
Mr. Loring, secretary of the Im- 
perial Federation League, London, Eng- 
land, asking if a subscription to a monument 
to the memory of Sir Jobu Macdonald would 
be accepted. Mr. RC. Dickson replied that 
it would, although no scheme -tiad yet been 
formulated for perpetuating his memory. 


The Governor-General, by command of 
Her Majesty the Queen, has requested Sir 
Casimir Gzowski, A.D.C. to the Queen, to 
represent Her Majesty at Sir John Macdon- 
ald’s funeral both here and at Kingston. 


Judge Ross, in opening the June term of 
the County Court, referred to the death of 
the Premier as an occasion of real sadness 
and possibly a critical period in the history 
of the country and expressed sympathy with 
the family in their berea vement. 

Six marshals have been appointed to take 
charge of the funeral procession. They are 
Lieut.-Col, Todd, Governor-General’s Foot 
Guards; Lieut.-Col. Anderson, 43rd Battalion; 
Capt. Gourdeau, Princess Louise Dragoon 
Guards; Capt. Bliss, Ottawa Field Battery; 
Chief MeVeritty, city police, aud Inspector 
O'Leary, Dominion Police. 

The work of draping the houses, stores, 
etc,, on the line of route was begun early 
yesterday and was still going on at a late 
hour this afternoou. In many cases arrange- 
ments were most elaborate, and the univer- 
sality of the mourning both in stores and 
private houses showed in a marked manner 
the respect in which the citizens of Ottawa 
of all shades of politics held the deceased 
statesm an.

SPECIALLY HONORED. 


A Memorial Service to Bo Held tn West 
minster Abbey in Honor of Sir 
Johu edonald 

Lonpox, June 9.—Ths death of Sir Jotu 
Macdonald andthe political results to Can- 
ado likely to arise from the’sad ovent are 
still the general topit of conversation hore in 
political, colonial and city circles. Nothing 
more remarkable bas ever bebo witnessed in 
London than the unjversal respect shown for 
the memory of the deceased statesman. From 
every corner of the empire come tributes of 
respect to his memory. “This culminated to- 
day in the decision to hold a memorial service 
in Westminster Abbey, which is considered to 
be one of the highest honors anEnglishmancan 
ever hops to attain. A requisition was pre- 
sented to the dean of Westmiuster signed by 
all the leading Ministers of State, the leaders 
of both political parties in the Imperial Par- 
liament, the Marquis of Lorne, Sir Charles 
Tupper, Sir Alexander Galt, Hon. Charles 
Colby and others. The memorialists pointed 
out that they desired to pay a last tribute of 
respect to one who has rendered so many 
services to the Dominion of Canada and the 
Empire in general and asked that their peti- 
tion be granted. The dean promptly assent- 
ed, aud it was decided that the service should 
be held on Friday morning next, when all 
the Imperial Cabiuet Ministers and mem- 
bers of Parliament who are able to at- 
tend will bo present, together with all 
the Canadians and other colonists at present 
in London. Itis expected that the service 
will be very graud and impressive, and that 
the Dean himself will officiate, 

In the House of Lords, 

Lord Salisbury paid a most gracefnl tri- 
bute to Sir John in the House of Lords last 
evening, which Las much gratified Canadians 
at present in the city, and cannot fail to be 


appreciated allover the Dominion, In the 
course of his remarks Lord Salisbury said 


that Sir John Macd -nald was as great a con 
stitutional statesman as any nation had ever 
seep. Other members of the House of Lords 
followed in eulogies of the dead Canadian 
Premier. 

Sir Charles Tupper is still ot Vienna and 
it is not expected be will be able to return 
in time for the memorial service at West- 
minster Abbey, though he telegraphed to 
have his name affixed to the memorial pre- 
sented to the dean.

The Washington Post prints an account 
of a collection of curious envelopes and post- 
al cards now in the possession of a clerk in 
the Post Office Dopartment. Some of the | 
addresses indicate a high degree of ingenu- | 
ity in going wrong ; they look, indeed, more 
like cunningly devised riddles than like the 
blunders of ignorant writers. 

One envelope is superscribed, **bin harm- 
son, Washim T, C0.” That would have puz- | 
zled almost any one but a postal clerk. It 
was surmised, however, that the letter was 
intended fur Benjamin Harrison, President 
f the United States,and the surmise turned 
cut to be correct. The missive probably | 
contained some advice about running the 
Government. An applicant for office would | 
at least have addressed the president ‘*Mr.” 

**Nasel true branbum, Washen,” was the 
address ona letter from Trenton, Kansas. 
Even this did not bafile the expert officials, 
The concluded that the writer had in mind 
the National Tribune, and this proved to be 
the case. 

A letter superscribed *‘pEn. E. baker an 
son” was meant for Penpybaker & Son.

An envelope directed to ‘*Uncle Sam's 
Seed Barn” was delivered to the agricul- 
tural department, and was found to con- 
tain a letter, evidently written in good 
fath, from a Pennsylvania farmer, who 
wanted his share of Government seeds.

clothed in Imperial purple, tho four pillars 
being draped in the centre and around the 
outside of each embossed wreaths of laurel in 
bullion gold being entwined, The inside of 
each pillar was similarly treated with oak | 
leaves aud acorns. At the juncture of each | 
pillar with the canopy there bung bannerets 
of purple and gold bearing a centre design of 
the Greek Jexicon. The sides of the canopy 
were covered with a gold azure, 
the top of black crepe and the | 
interior of pleated purple. At the | 
baso of each pillar were fine spesimens of 
palms. The casket rested on mahogany 
pedestals in gold and black, 

Sir John’s seat during his lifetime was im- 
mediately in front of the reading desk in the 
second tier and contained neither cushion nor , 
hagsock, ap indication of the dead Pre mier’s 
religious tastes.

Insect Pests, 

The worst enemies of the farmer and 
gardener are the mosb Insignificant. It is 
not difficult to protect growing crops against 
large destroyers, but it has been found al- 
moat impossible to deal with the countless 
myraids of insects which attack almost 
every crop that is ralsed. Where force 
fails sclence comes to the rescue, and finds 
weapons that in mosb cases prove effective. 
A bulletin just lssued by the department of 
agriculture at Ottawa contains ‘trecommen- 
dations for the prevention of damage by 
some common insects of the farm, the or- 
chard and the garden,” and is prepar- 
ed by Mr. Fletcher, entomologist aud bo- 
tanist at the Dominion experimental farm. 
The varlous remedies proposed have all 
been in use ; byt the bulletin describes the 
methods of their preparation and applica- 
tion. Paris green and London purple are 
“sure remedies for all mandibulate or 
biting insects.” If applied too strong they 
will injore the plants. A quarter ofa 
pound of Paris green to fifty gallons of 
water are sufficient. For peach trees, no 
more than a pound to 300 gallons of water 


should be used, A kerosene 
emulsion is made by boiling 
half a pound of soap in a 


gallon of rain water. When boiling hot 
turn into it a gallon of coal oll, and churp 
or agitate until a smooth, creamy mixture 
is formed. Use ono part of this emulslon 
with nine times its measure of warm water. 
White hellebore will destroy leaf eating*in- 
sects, Pyrethrum powder is fatal to most 
insects; and housekeepers will be g'ad to 
learn that ip will free houses of files and 
mosquitoes. Tobacco water kills plant lice 
and some other insects. 

« Farmers, gardoners, and fruit growers, 
will do well to procure thls bulletin and 
study ib carefully.

If the talk of the jurors after leaving tho 
court room {s to be belleved their minds were 
made up before Lord Coleridge began to say 
anything at all. His charge was a more 
waste of time so far as influencing tho ver- 
dict was concerned, On tho first ballot every 
juror but one declared unhesitatingly for the 
defendants. and this one frankly admitted 
that he could scarcely give n vordict for the 
plaintiff in face of such evidence, but inti- 
mated that ho would like to discover some 
way of letting Cumming down onsy. The 
jury was ont only 18 minutes. 

A quite different reception awaited Solict- 
tor Lowis and the defendants in the action 
As they came fromthe court-room foto the 
corridor the crowd bissed, hooted and 
jostled so menacingly that they all dodged 
into Justice North’s court until arrange 
moenta could be made to get them out of the 
building without further aunovance. This 
was a small affair of itself, but it accurately 
represents the popular fesaling over the de- 
grading spectacle the Prince and his swell 
set hnve mado of themselves in this case 
Wittout attempting to shut their oyes to the 
evidence that Cumming cheated, they be- 
lieve that the trap thatthe Prince nod bis 
associates subsequently Inid for him was un 
sportamanlike and unfriendly. 

The feeling was shown in a marked man- 
ner at Ascot to-day, when the news reached 
there, By some blunder tho first despatch 
received there sald that the verdict was in 
Cumroing’s favor. When this news reached 
Tattorsall’s inclosure, all the sporting men 
cheered, especially the bookmakers who had 
put their money on this result or on a dis- 
agreemont. A few minutes later, when the 
first report was corrected by a despatch stat- 
ing that Cumming had lost his case, the jeurs 
of the crowd were too plainly audible to the 
Prince as he chatted with his friends in the 
royal inclosure. 

Now that the seal of silence is removed 
from the press and public, the Prince will 
soon learn what the people of England think 
of the part that royalty has plaved in this 
Tranby-Croft business. Already one re- 
ligious body In Wales has pronounced its 
protest against the position in which the heir 
to the throne is revealed. 

“Tay Pay” Asa Moralist. 


T. P. “O'Connor leads off, for the demo- 
cratic press, with the following strong lan- 
guago in his new newspaper: 

‘It is not, of course, thls more single 
game in one country-house that accounts 
for the feeling of dismay in some circles, of 
discust in others, which this case is ex- 
citing. It is that this small incident is a 
symptom sidelight into the whole region 
of darkness. Beyond doubt the society of 
London is not improving; on the contrary, 
itis deteriorating, and deteriorating niore 
every day. Gambling is more rampant; ad- 
venturers with money gained heaven knows 
how, find easier acceptance and more social 
distinction. Wealth is not only'getting more 
vulgar but more potent, and finally there is 
a profound change in the way in which 
society in the upper classes, or in the middle 
classes that are trying to reach the upper 
crust, looks at some of the worst breaches 
of private morality. It really does look as if 
we were coming to a reign of adventur- 
ers and nadvyenturesses in London. There 
will always be vice; there will always 
be folly: young men will ruin themselves at 
the card table; their elders will take advant- 
age of their youth and of their inoxverlence; 
society will always be ready to welcome to 
its drawing-room the same kind of woman 
that, in other circles and under different cir- 
cumstances, is sent to the pavement and ends 
in the river. Butall these things in sucha 
country as England depend very much on 
the example set by those on the throne and 
close to it.”

Canadian Lambs in England, 
To the Aditor of the Gt 

Sim,—Tho Ageloultural College, estab 
lished by the Ontario Government and alt- 
uated near the Royal City of Guelph, has 
dove some good work since its inauguration 
for the Immediate benefit of tho Canadian 
farmor, and, as a sequence, for the prosper 
ity of the country at large Che latoab ox 
periment thin institution has been ongaged 
in Is the preparation of one hundred lamba, 
say about 11 monthe old, for exportation to 
England as animal rood, Aod, Mr. Editor, 
I avo tn a position to spe k of thla from my 
own porsonal kuowlodge of the whole trans- 
action, lL examined the lambe in Montreal, 
whore they wore In tho care of J. K. Story, 
farm foromanu, Guelph, who bad been on- 
trusted with the buying and rearing of these 
lambs, He appeared to be vor oapablo of 
developing good grades of live stock of all 
classes, and ovidently undoratood the soi 
once of feoding thom aa woll, Loxpoob that 
Prof, Shaw will supplement this lotter, and 
will explain on what system of feeding he 
has brought tho lamba bo so high a» state of 

perfection. 

Theao lamba arrived hore by tho Lake 
Suporlor on May. 16th, and on Sunday, 
17th, L stood near while the Government 
ofticor of tho veterinary department of tho 
Privy Counell examined thom before thoy 
could be offered foro sale, What was my 
astonishmont to fic d that ho ploked out one 
for slaughter. Whether ho was afraid of 
scab or any other diseaso I had nob pationce 
to ask bim, for these ofticials hold auch an 
autocratic position —they do simply as they 
please. However; the animal chosen barn- 
ed ovt finely developed, full lolus and good 

shoulders; {ndeed, the doctor smiled and 
said when killed It would sell for tho beat 
Scotch mutton, and an old batcher and his 
son who bought them took tho dressed one 
with the 99 others at £2 8s. 6d, por head. 
After thelr long journey they dreased 864 
Ibs. each, making tho handsome aum of 17 
per pound, the highesd quotation in 
the wholesale markot. Of course it must 
be understood the skins and tallow, 
head avd pluck are not reckoned in the 
palo, as thoy give the market 
price and sink the offal and ab- 
sorb itfor profit. Five of these lambs wore 
closely clipped or shorn, five had their fall 
complement of wool, while the remaining 
90 were clipped last September,and so wero 
{n the best condition for safe shipment, for 
May is too cold for lambs to be clipped, 
and on the other hand the fall fleece Is boo 
warm for close, confined pens. Indeed, 
these 100 lambs proved a great success,and 
woighed fully over the weight in mutton or 
lamb that they had weighed when allve, 
This is considered a good return, more es- 
pecially after a journey of over 3,000 miles 
by land and sea, if my memory serves mo 
truly these 100 lambs welgbed 137 pounds 
at the college in Guelph. 

Let me say one word about black faced 
sheep, aud how they are appreciated In 
England. Old butchers tell me they make 
more lean thon other classes of sheep, and 
lean meat weighs heavior than fat, and 
further, that Shropshire and Hampashiro 
Downs soll tha readivat and for the highest 
price. As you are doubtless aware, all 
cattle are bought by the hand and judg- 
ment of tho oyes. 

In closing let mo say that these lambs 
were all of good quallty ; they cub up well, 
thelr divisions wore clear and solid and 
they were hung up In rows dressed in com- 
pact form, according to English custom,

And 
permit mo to say, the more I contemplate 
the Dominion of Oarada and her boundless 
resources, the more loving sympathy I see 
between Canada and this old land, the more 
I understand how necessary they are for 
each other, not only in time of peace but 
also {n war ; and may the hand be paralysed 
that would put them asunder.

FAILURE CONFESSED. 
~ In hie notorious pamphlet the traitor 
Farrer urged the abolition of the bonding 
privilege by the United States as one of the 
most likely means of forclug Canada into a 
political unlon with the neighboring 
country, and through the columns of the 
Glove the same virulent enemy of British 
rule in Canada has boen seeking by insidi- 
ous methods to attain the sameend. Hap- 
pily these treasonable efforts have resulted 
io failure, as is thus confessed by the 
Washington correspondent of the Globe, 
who writes under date of tho llth inat.: 
“It was stated several days ago by Mr. 
Spaulding, the Assistant Secretary of the 
Treasury, who is in charge of the customs, 
that the proposed new regulations in regard 
to railroad traffic in Oannda had been 
drafted, and that they would be fasued in 
aday or two. There Is still delay, and in- 
timations that these regulations might pos- 
sibly not be issued for several weeks. It 
is known, however, that they have pro- 
ceeded so far as to be reduc:d to a definite 
official form, and to be placed upon the desk 
of Secretary Foster, They were taken by 
Mr. Foster to the White Lfouse and sub- 
mitted to the President. But the Presi- 
dent has been very much engaged in the 
Behring Sea and» other diplomatic matters 
for the last few weeks, and lias had no op- 
portunity to take up the question of the 
Canadian rallroads. The absence of Sec- 
retary Blalne has added greatly to the du- 
ties of the chief executlye, and it is prob- 
able on that account that the Preal- 
dent may not be disposed to take up 
the Oanadiin railway question for some 
time. The protests of the bualnoss men in 
the Northwest and New Eugland who had 
close relations with the Canadian railroads 
have been called tothe attention of the 
President, aud no doubt have had some 
effect. The impression among those who 
ought to know the most about the question 
in the Treasury Department is that the 
effect of the delay will be to reduce the 
new regulations to a very mild form, It is 
now expected that they will not go further 
than to require ® more careful (racing of 
Invoices by treasury officers with a’ view to 
proventing the unloading of goods at intor- 
ior ports without examination or payment 
of duty. One of the charges which has 
been made to the Treasury Department as 
& reason why these regulations should not 
be Issued at all is that the preaont onforco 
ment of the law is very lax and that goods 


have repeatedly been brought into the 


United States and even been unloaded at | 


the port of arrival before the customs ofli- 
cers have had any Information that they 
had arrived. This can be prevented by ro- 
qulring the customs officials to do their 
duty, and without very great Intorference 
with the freedom of trade. There {s no 
reason to belleve that-the project of lesulng 
the new regulations will bo abandoned, 
but {t's probable that they will be very 
greatly modified from the orlginal propo- 
sition, and that they will be so drafted as 
to prevont as far as possible any restrict!

The Egg Trade. 

Some of the loading mon In the egg trade 
appear to be nota little puzzled regarding 
the future of the market. Tho fact that no 
large quantities have as yob been exported 
and the apparently small stocks in the 
country, beyond what of course have beon 
packed for home consumption, seem difli 
culb mattora to reconcile, anless farmers, 
anticipating a non-profitable market for 
their oggs, have killed a considerable pro- 
portion of thelr hens, It ts argued on tho 
other hand that there may bo larger stocks 
in tho {nterior than reported, which have 
been held back in oxpectation of a 
brisker and more profitable export 
trade than has so far sob tn, Dur- 
ing the pasb two weeks an Improved In- 
quiry has evidently boon oxporlenced from 
England, as we learn that’actual sales have 
transpired over the cable which haye been 
followed by further consignments, Late 
advices by mall report sales of Canadian 
eggs In London and Glasgow at Ga per 10 
dozen, while Russian eggs only realized 4s 
6d per 10 dozon. Dealers and packers are 
of tho opinion that either the production of 
eggs in Canada has been materially cur- 
tatlod or they have been paying too high 
prices, or else large quantities have crossed 
the borders by the underground railway 
and thus evaded the duty of $1 60 to $2 25 
per case, ag to alza, and $3 50 to $4 00 per 
bbl.— Montreal Trade Bulletin.

DEFRAT WAS DISHONORADLE 
The greatest humiliation which a Russian 
of anciont times could undergo was to be 
worsted in a hand-to-hand encounter. Bo 
great was the love of pugilism in those times 
that quarrels of long standing be 
» villages and towns were usually 
the hoero-fightersa of the 
factions and showering 
upon another until 
one of the combatants fell to the ground- 
That waa the eigaal that ended the battle and 
decided the merits of the controversy, as it is 
considered cowardly to strike a fallen foe, 
The curront Russian proverb, ‘Lie jatehaho 
nie biut” (No ono strikes a fallen foe") 
dates from the period of these contests, This 
proverb hada broader meaning to the peasant 
rind, for he applies it in various ways, If an 
offender confesses his guilt or admits that he 
is in error, with a pormise to avoid the same 
jn future and asks forgiveness, it is readily 
granted 
History does not tell us that any rules or 
regulations governed the pugilism of the 
ancients, or that any methods similar to those 
of the marquis of Queensberry controlled 
their treatment of each other; but it is cer- 
tain that in those days no gloves were used, 
yot it was considered a healthful and charm- 
ing amusement. It is rather difficult to trace 
tho origin of this cruel and barbarous custom 
in Russia, for it is shrouded in obscurity. 
Many towns and villages of the empire have 
claimed the distinction, but nothing has ever 
beon definitely settled in regard to the mat- 
tor.

PRODUCED BRAVE FIGHTERS, 


It was the custom at one time for the Rus- 
sian noblemen to gather together the best 
fighters from the neighboring communities 
and hold a sort of tournament for the amuse- 
mont of themselves and friends. The pro- 
vinces of Kazan, Orel, Koluga and Tula pro- 
duced the most famous of all pugilists. They 
it was who waylaid the Tartars on their way 
to Moscow and robbed them of the fish and 
caviar they were carrying for sale; and it 
was not always that they escaped uninjured. 
Occasionally somo brave fellow would sac 
rifice his life for his temerity. The fight- 
ing began in early winter and continued 
until the end of spring, but the most excit- 
ing period of the season was during the 
‘‘masslanitza,” or butter week. No feats of 
pugilism were performed in summer, unless 
by special order of the noblemen. 

THEY WERE ALWAYS VICTORIOUS, 

Fighters fron: the town were always given 
the preference. Tho pugilism of the ancient 
Russians was conducted in threo different 
ways. First came hand-to hand encounters, 
in which only two persons engaged; next they 
formed into two lines like soldiers, and fought 
the party placed opposite them; and, lastly, 
there was what was called the ‘‘pell-mell"fight 
The latter did not often take place, but when 
it did occur the consequences were serious. 
The best single fighters came from the 
province of Tula. Among the most distin- 
guished heroes, as they were called, were the 
brothers Alesha, Rodimyi, Nikita, Dolgoviaz, 
and the Pokhodkiny and Louboff families. 
These people were so highly esteemed that 
they were taken from city to city and village 
to village with great pomp and ceremony, 
and every possible honor was shown them. 
They frequently measured forces with the 
Tartars, who were considered’ expert fight- 
ers, also with the Moscow and Koluga pugil- 
ista, but were always victorious. 

INFLAMED BY WINE. 

One peculiar habit of the old-time pugilist 
was to drink nothing weaker than wine. 
They also considered it dishonorable to ac- 
cept presents from the nobility, and ab- 
solutely refused to participate in the line- 
fighting. The line-fighters were an entirely 
different class of men, and came principally 
from the province of Kazan. Their common 
enemies were the Tartars. In the pro- 
vince of Tula the Mnefighting was car- 
ried on by the settlers and gun-makers 
who went there in search of work. Cer 
tain days were appointed for this kind of 
warfare, when the warriors would fight with 
the wildest desperation, and much blood was 
shed, At such times the older members of 
the community sought to inflame the passions 
of the younger by liberal draughts of wine 
and by the telling of thrilling stories in 
connection with some former fight. The 
youth of the village or town, and eyen the 
young children, would become so excited 
that they would rush into the thickest of the 
melee, regardless of danger, When fighting 
{n line the expert fighters were held in re- 
serve, but once the line was broken they rush- 
ed in, carrying their hats between thoir teeth 
and striking on all sides. The battle over, 
both sides returned to the cobak or tay ern to 
drink, Asarulethey were honorable in their 
warfare, but occasionally some young follow 
who could not trust to the strength of his arm 
would conceal a metalic ball in his hand, by 
which subterfiige each blow was given with 
telling force, 

WRESTLING IS NOW IN FAVOR 

Of Inte years pugilism, such as we have de 
wribe’, bas bean disp laced by wrestling, 
which, however, is seldom practiced in public, 
though extensively in private among the 
young peasants and children. The defoated 
parties feel their humiliation keenly, and 
often the weaker ones will employ trioks, 
such as tripping with the feet: but this 
is considered unfair and is generally dis 
couraged.

Doroary, 

Among the articles of export from Russia 
whictare now beginning to attain a certain 
importance are quick-silver and phosphorus. 
Until quite recently Russia obtained all the 
quicksilver consumed by her from abroad, 
but since the commoncemont of exploitations 
of tho mines of Bakhmut, Russian mercury is 
not only ousting the foreign article from the 
local markets, but it has become an article of 
export. In 1587, 7,803 poods of it were ex- 
ported from St. Petersburg and Libau, In 
1880, 3,150 poods of phosphorus were also ex- 
ported. 

The mercury mines of Saigewn, near the Ni- 
kitowkn Station of the Azof Railway, prove 
to be exceedingly rich. The deposits contain 
threo layers of hydrargere us ore, the total 
quantity of ore containing the metal being 
estimated at 12,000,000 poods. The ore is 
sprung by means of dynamite, crushed by 
manual labor and by crushing machines, and 
finally roasted. In 1880 tho yield of the mines 
was 10,202 poods of pure metallic quicksilver. 
In working the deposits, traces of former 
workings and abandoned pits are found, 
showing that these same mines have already 
been exploited in ancient times.

80 disastrous to the Prince. It need not bo 
permanently disastrous, great though the 
shook of this discovery be to tho serious part 
of the community.

None 
is yot nade, though the Prince's friends say 
that his baccarat days are over. He was 
greeted at Asoot vory much as usual, but 
that proves little, because he was in the samo 
carriage with the Princess, who has never 
yet been ill-received by any of her future 
subjects, except those who reside in tho 
southern part of Ireland. 

The anger of the working classes is under- 
stood to be deep. They think that they have 
to pay taxesin order to provide the Prince 
with the means of gambling.

Perhaps what he will care for most is the 
continental view of his conduct. French and

Tho 
most perverse opinions are heard. They are 
sentiments rather than opinions, and the 
most complete expression of them was in the 
hissing with which the verdict of the jury 
was received, No verdict was ever based on 
clearer evidonoe. If Sir William Cumming 
did not cheat when playing baccarat at 
Tranby Croft on the 8th and 9th of Septem- 
ber of last year, human testimony is good 
for nothing.

WITHOUT A PRECEDENT. 


The Memorial Service to Sir John 
donald in Westminster Abbey— 
London; June 14.—The service in West- 
minster Abbey in memory of Sir John Mac- 
donald is a tribute which has no precedent. 
No colonial statesman bas over before been 
thus honored. The Queen, the Prince of 
Wales and Princess Louise sent repressnta- 
tives, and so did the people of Great Britain, 
in the persons of the Speaker of the House of 
Commons and muny men of! distinction. The 
First Lord of the Treasury and Secretary of 
State for the Colonies were there for the 
Government, and a multitude of officials 
from other colonies were present, Sir John 
Macdouald’s death bas called forth pruise 
from the British press of a kind seldom be- 
stowed on a colonial leader. Thore is at 
such o moment a real sense of the services 
rendered to the Empire. Ho is no longer 
merely the Prime Minister of Canada ; he is 
an English statesman who, in his time, had 
shown on a lesser stage gifts equal to those 
which in the Imperial Parliament itself 
have made great reputations. For many 
years Sir John Macdonald’s name was hardly 
mentioned in England, save in connection 
with some political or diplomatic orisis, He 
80 impressed bis will and his policy upon 
Cannda that English rulers felt that Imperial 
interesta were safe in bis bands, and safe, 
without saying, they wero; safe, with ques 
tions of reciprocity and even of political 
union between Canada and the United States 
in tbe air, With other questions of the fish- 
eries more menacing still, the feeling in 
England was still the same—Sir John Mac- 
donald will manage it all somehow. Prob- 
ably his political record is unique. To have 
governed a great colony for a quarter of a 
century; to have created a great common 
wealth under the name of the Dominion and 
under the Crown; to have, during all this 
Period, strengthened the tie between the 
colony and the Mother Country—what other 
English colonial statesman has done such 
work as this? So he passes away amid such 
anthems of grateful eulogy as echo about few 
other graves.

THE BACCARAT SCANDAL, 


Lady Brooke Said to Unave Divalged the 
Tranby Croft Episode, 

Lonpon, June 15,—Hop, Edward Stan- 
hope, Secretary of State for War, replying 
to-«lay in the House of Commons to a ques- 
tion put by William Summers (Gladstonian) 
in regard to the baccarat scandal, said of the 
three officers concerned, Gen. Owen Wil- 
liams was a retired officer of the army and 
was thereforo not subject tb the regulations, 
but the other two—the Field Marshal, tho 
*Prince of Wales, and Lieut, Berkeley Levett 
~-undoubtedly were. The former, said Mr, 
Stanhope, had authorized bim to say that he 
now saw that an error of judgment had been 
committed. ‘Lieutenant Berkeloy Lovett, 
on the other hand,” coutinued Mr. Stanhope , 
“had written a letter to his commanding 
officer, expressing regret that he had no} 
acted ju accordance with army regulatiqn, 
Copsequently,” said the Secretary of War i’ 
conclusion, ‘it yas yot propased to take any 
further action in the matter.” 

Interest in the baccarat question attracted 
to the House of Commons to-day the largest 
afternoon attendance of the session, Tho 
Speaker's, strangers' and ladies’ gallories 
were packed, The House, hushed and in- 
tensely oxpectant, listened eagerly to Mr.

Tons of Ronst Beef, 


Two Thousand Carcassos Destroyed By 
the Burning of a Philadelphia Abattoir. 


PHILADELPHIA, June 16.—An electric 
light wire is responsible for a fire which 
early this morning wiped out most of the 
facilities for supplying Philadelphia with 
city dressed beef, having burned out tho 
maiy abattoir at the West Philadelphia stock 
yards, together with two large refrigerator 
buildings used for storage. The abattoir be- 
longed to Martin, Fuller & Co, and had a 
capacity for slaughtering over one thousand 
head of cattle a day. Two thousand car- 
casses were roasted in the storage houses. 
The entire loss is estimated at $200,000, on 
which there is a partial insurance. 

During the fire the ammonia pipes in the 
refrigerating apparatus burst, creating great 
consternation among the firemen and spec- 
tators.

Cnicaco, June 13,—Special Treasury Agent 
Zoehgen bas returned from an oxtousive trip in 
the North-West, whither he went-to make an 
exhaustive study of the customs corvice alcng 
the Canadian bador. 4% ebgon found that the 
number of revenue egents is totally inadequate 
to cops with ths shrewd Oanadian traders who 
easily amugele Canadian and other fore gu goods 
across the border at unprotected points, Around 
8t. Vinceat, Miun., he found tho country iahab- 
ited by a clyas of Canadians who are thoroughly 
in sympathy with their brethren across the boi 
der in their cff rte to smuggle goods into the Us 
States, At this aud otlier points, owing to the 
smallness of the customs service, thousands of 
bashels of Canadian potat es are rushed into the 
United States without paying duty, Tho tariff 
on potatoes being 25 centy a bushel, tho loss to 
the Government 1s considerable, In addition 
‘to potatoes, agriculural implements are brought 
across the line in great quantitics, The co-op 2ra- 
tion of a large class of tho community with the 
sinugg'ors makes it extremely difficult to detect 
the guilty parties. Another problem ths open 
north-western border presents, ia the importa- 
tion of Ohiaese and ot hor foreigners

Lord Brooke is the oldest son of tho Earl of 
Warwick of Warwick Castle. He is undoubt- 
edly the poorest peer in the United Kingdom, 
and consequently when Lord Brooke's mar- 
riage with Miss Maynard camo off it was 
hailed with delight by tho Earl and bis 
family. 

A fow yoars after their marriage rumors 
became afloat concerning an imminent social 
scandal ia which the names of soyeral promi- 
nent statesmen, officers, ete., were conhe ted 
with that of one of the wealthiest and most 
beautiful ladies of the English aristocracy, 
It did not take long before these rumors as- 
sumod greater consistency, and it became 
an open secrot that Lady Brooke's reputation 
was at stake. No less than fourteen co- 
respondents were named, among them, as 
usual, the gay Prince, the Duke of Marl- 
borough, and even Lord Randolph Churchill,

is that tho death penalty must bo 
inflicted cn one’s self in tho most painful 
way by shooting out the brains or cutting 
tho throat ‘These most excruciating 
methods of death are made mandatory at 
tho outset, as itis considered effeminate to 
die by poison, asphyxiation or other similar 
methods. It will be noticed from the above 
I'st that of the ten members who have paid 
the awful penalty of membership in the club 
six have fulfilled the obligation by bullet, 
one by razor, one by locomotive, one by 
jackknife, one by hanging and only one by 
poison. 

Although poison is strictly prohibited and 
future punishment is supposed to follow any 
member who violates his oath and dies by 
poison, yet there is just one instance when it 
is permissible to die by poison or a gentler 
moans that the oath requires, 

When tho time arrives for a wan to die, 
aud for some reason he wants to live a short 
time longer, be may go to a member 
whose time to dio is later in the future 
and propose to him that he die ijn his place. 
If the person with the longer period to live 
is willing to act as a substitute for the 
person who has to die at once, he may do so, 
and as a compensation for tho sacrifice he is 
allowed to dio by poison. The member who 
gets an oxtovsion of time must die by tha 
most excruciating form, and be can haye hut 
one extension of timo, 

It will be noticed that of the ten suicides 
half lived on Bank-stroet, and one who lived 
elsewhere committed suicide in a hotel here, 
Three ved in the same house, and two sui- 
cides were committed In the same room, The

“Queen Victoria, it is believed, will consent 
to bo present, with hor grandson, the 
German Emperor, on tho occasion of his 
reception at the Guildhall by ths city 
authorities of London. Ithad beon arranged

Mr. Gladstono, in the presence of this con- 
tention, will bave to decide whether, haviug 
broken with Mr. Parnell becauro ho was an 
adulteror, he will receive Sir Charles Dilke 
ogain into party fellowship, though an aduk 
torer more guilty than Mr, Parnell hinwelf. 
The necessity of deciding will bs disagree- 
able, but it is inevitable, Meantime, the 
Gladstonian organs observe for tho most 
part the maxim that silence is golden. The

A TRAGEDY OF THE CLOUDS. 


The Acronaut is Killed, Leaving His Two 
Passongers to Sail into Space, 


Panis, June 18,—A fatal balloon trip re- 


sulting almost to a certainty in the loss of 


three lives occurred at La Villette yesterday 
afternoon. A balloon containing a profes- 
sional acronaut and two other persons made 
an ascent about midday from La Villette, 


the nerial venture being watched by crowds 


of people. When the balloon had reached a 
height of not more than fifty feet from the 
ground, the neronaut, who had been busily 
engaged about the outside of the car, was 
seen to suddenly loso his balance, make o 
desperate effortto regain, and then fell to 
tho earth. He was picked up so terribly in- 
jured that it is said there are no prospects of 
saving his life. In the meantime, the balloon 
andits two remaining occupants, both of 
whom were utterly ignorant of the manner 
in which a balloon is handled, mounted up 
higher into the air until finally out of sight 
of the crowd. The Government officials 
bave telegraphed to the officials in the sur- 
rounding departments to make all the en- 
quiries possiblo in regard to the fate of tho 
two occupants of the balloon, but up to this 
morning nothing had been heard of their 
whereabouts, Itis feared the balloon will 
ascend to a height that will cause its occu- 
pants to be frozon to death and that the bal- 
loon will soon after collapse and its remains, 
together with the bodies of the unfortunates, 
may tind a final resting place In the soa. 
The balloonists descended at Versailles to 

night. 


Suicide of an Austrian Consul 

Vienna, Juve 18,—Advices received here 
from Prizrend, a town of European Turkey, 
in Albania, state that the Austrian consul 
at that place, Herr Pilinski, bas committed 
suicide, The cause of tho consul’s suicide is 
somewhat peculior, The Foroign Office re- 
contly censured Horr Pilinskifor being in- 
strumental im securing tho abolition of the 
bells in the Roman Catholic Church at 
Prizrend. Tbe consul took this step in order 
to please tho Turkish inhabitants of that 
place, who objected to hearing the bells 
tolled. The rebuke received by Herr Pilin- 
ski so proyed upon his mind that he took his 
own life,

SIR RICHARD'S POSITION. 
Probably no public man in Canada has 
felt more the awkwardness of his positlon 
in connection with the recent universal 
tokens of respect offered to the memory of 
our lato Promfor than Sir Richard Cart- 
wright, For yoars and years Sir Richard 
appears to have mado it tho great object of 
“his political life te besmirch tho reputation 
and dostcoy the character of the Old Chief- 
tain as much as was possibloin his power, 
and to boa veritable thorn In tho flesh to 
him. Of course his offorts were like those 
of the viper biting the flo. Happily thoro 
have been fow such ovidences of personal 
rancor and yonom on the part of any other 
public man iu Canada, and for tho credit 
of our country we trust there may net bo 
seen its equal again. Almost up to tho 
last wook of his illncee, Sir Kichard con- 
tinued to brand him as a Mar and a political 
fraud, destitute alike of principle or patriot- 
jem. When the sad end came and nearly 
all othors felt that In the presence of death 
all old feuds and animosities should be 
buried with him; when Laurier, as Loader 
of the Opposition, spoke out in his place in 
Parliament and bore testimony to his real 
patriotlsm of motive, his kindners of 
nature, and the common loss all had tus- 
tained In bis death ; when Oliver Mowat 
the Reform Promior of Ovtario, wont to 
Kingston on purpose to give evidence of 
hia personal respect, and when hundreds 
of other Reformers took 1n equally prom- 
{nent part In the obscquios, Sir Richard 
was all the time silent or consplouous by 
his absence. Tho fact is that Sir Richard's 
attacks hadbeen sogross and yéhomous that 
he asppéars to have been ashamed to 
utter ono word regarding Sir John in the 
House, or to appear at all at his old home 
in Kingston during the funcral ceromontes, 
There could not bo a stronger ovidence 
»than his case has beon of the shamo and 
wrong of such vonomous bitterness, nor a 
better warning to others to avold anything 
asshamoful, What ao pitiablo plight aman 
of his abilities and position now finds him- 
eclfin bythus giving his own fury unbridled 
control of his conduct. Sir John, to the 
end of his days, was not harmed by all Sir 
Richard's machinations, while Sir Richard 
himself will not in yearo to come regain the 
respect of thousands of well minded mon 
that he thus foolishly destroyed. 

Tho Globe, a fow doys ago, casays to ox- 
cuso the total silence of Sir Kichard aftor 
Mr. Laurlor had mado his magnanimous 
speech. It intimates on bohalf of Sir 
Richard that had Mr. Laurter been as inti- 
mate with the late Premfer he would not 
have felt at liberty to speak cither. Such 
an oxcuso had better kept. It 
simply attomptsaan additional insult on o 
fallen opponent. Surely Oliver Mowat 
and » hundred other woll known Kingston 
Reformers bad quite as goods personal 
knowledgo of Sir Jolin as over he had, and 
they did not for ono thoment dosire to be- 
smirch his memory for tho sake of taking 
the keon ocdge off their own sharp op- 
position.

bined capital and reserve fund of $18,000, 

000, haa no Jack of confidence in the fature 

of our country. 

Tho speech of Mr, Hague, general mana: 
ger of the Morchanta’ Bank, is of special 
interest. His romarka os to tho conse- 
quences of tho Baring Bros.’ failure, if the 
Bank of England had not intervened and 
prevented tho poralblo protest of 80,000,000 
dollars’ worth of bills payable in London, 
illustrate tho tremendous crisis which had 
arisen. Tho fact of so little injury having 
boon inflictod upon Canada, as compared 
with what followed In tho States, mua} in- 
doed bo takon as a tribute to the gcoundoess 
of our national finances. Mr. Hague com- 
mute frecly on tho condition of the coun- 
try. Ho says that ** wo havo boon glad to 
hoar that (he loxding branches of industry 
aro prosperous In both extremities of the Do- 
minion,”” LElsowhore we aro informed that: 

“IT cannot share in tho opinion hold by 
somo that the farmers of Canada asa whole 
are ouffering, Thoy aro undoubtedly hay 
{ng « trying oxperlence in somo districta, 
buiin many others thoy have dono well 
and aro prospering, Bank doposits are a 
plain proof of that. Tho manner in which 
farmors live is another proof of it, The 
continuous increase in cattlo, horses, shoep 
and all tho appllancos of prosperous farm- 
ing is apparont In mony parts of tho 
country.” 

Mr, Haguo also oxprossss an opinion 
with relerence to the MolKialey Act and its 
offecte, which, comfng from 60 oxporienced 
a financier, fa worthy of attontion: ‘It fs 
cortsin that barley has gonorally main- 
tained an averago prics since, and that egva 
fetch nearly as much this year as thoy did 
last. What is uncertain is whether con- 
sumers in the United States will not after 
all pay the increased duties imposed on 
Oanadian farm products, I am inclined to 
think they will.’ 

Turning olaowhoro, we find Mr. George 
Gooderham addroesivg the shareholders of 
tho Bank of ‘Toronto, of which he is preal- 
dent, and informing them, amongst other 
statemonts, that “the choogo interest ox- 
porionced a successful and prospeftous soa- 
son, tho production and export boing the 
largost in the history of tho trade. Prices 
Wore good, and tho farmor, factoryman and 
dealor all made money. Tho export of 
cattlo was very activo ; thonumbor shipped 
largoly oxceeded that of any formor year. 
Prices were good, and caused a large and 
active circulation of money.” 

: At the moectipg of the Canadian Bank of 
Commerce, Prosident George A. Cox drow 
special attention to the progress and pro 
sperity of the country. Ho pointed out 
that during the laot fiftoon years tho value 
of property covered by fire insuranco had 
rlaon from $364,000,000 to $707,000,000 ; 
that the amount of lify insurance polictos 
in force had increased from $85,000,000 to 
$245,000,000 ; that our railroads had more 
than doubled during tho same period in 
miloage, traflioand capital, while the popu- 
latton of Toronto alone had risen from 70,- 
000 to 200,000, and tho awessment from 
$50,000,000 to nearly $160,000,000. After 
adding that it was always customary at such 
moolings to preach cautiou, he continued; 

“There aro uomlstakablo ovidoncos of 
prosperity which any one can understand, 
aud thors can be no reasonable doubt that 
in the next fifteen yours wo shall exporionce 
& much greater incrdaso, Tho study of thoso 
figures should give us increased contidence 
in thor ur untry, and enable

Tho discoverer has never revealed the 
pocret of his flrat lymph; but several poople 
bMlieve that the imitations thoy have pro- 
duced are practically the same; and all these 
are evaporated boef tea cultures of tubor- 
Dr, Koch himself says he has 
no doubt but that these do give the samo re- 
sults, although ho has nover acknowledged 
that bis is made in the samo way. 

Professor Koch further stated. *Thore aro 
evidently soveral different ways in which the 
active material can bo got outol the tubor- 
clo bacilliand Idon’t know that my way is 
the best, IL profer, therefore, for the present 
that other bacteriologists should go on ex- 
perimenting so that they may perhaps find 
o better way than I have,” 

Professor Wright made numerous animal 
experiments both with Koch's lymph and 
imitations and some of theso gave vory 
favorable results, 

The uso of the lymph has become vorq 
much restricted in Germany, but is still 
boing used in the hospital under Koch's direc- 
tion. Thoy are using smaller doses so ns to 
avoid the fever which they aimed at produc- 
jog in tho first placo and he is quite 
patisfied with the results. Professor Wright 
thinks, however, that the importance of the 
discovery is more what it indicates for tho 
future than its present bonofits. And no 
doubt there is much scientific interest at- 
tached toit, As itis i¢has beou productive 
of au enormous amountof literature on the 
subject of tuberculosis and of so much acti- 
vity in tho study of the diseaso that it has 
hardly been possible to digest everything 
that bas been written about it, 

Professor Wright had the opportunity of 
studying tho methods of research and tho 
teaching of Bacteriology in Koch's Institute, 
nnd had also the opportunity of comparing 
these with those in use at Pasteur’s Institute 
in Paris during a throo weeks’ stay in that 
city on his Way home. The Parisian scien- 
tists do not think much of the Koch method 
of treatment, although in Pasteur’s Institute 
they ure making avimal experiments with 
tuborculin and also lymph procured in Bor- 
lin, as well as that prepayed fa their own in- 
stitute, 

Although some German investigators kayo 
used tho imitations of the lymph on the 
human subject yet itisprobable that tho 
vary small quantities required in Toronto 
University will be procured from Berlin 
until Koch has made further statemonts as 
to methods he has himself employed. 

Professor Wright again emphasized the 
fact that the discovery has given an immense 
impetus to the study of bacteria, and sevoral 
juvestigators have been stimulated thoreby 
in prosecuting allied researches on the pre- 
vention and treatment of diseases,

The Cheese Trade. 

The shipments of cheese from Montreal 
during the past week were 32,709 boxes, 
agalnet 70,467 boxes for the corrospondiog 
poriod last yoar, making tho total to date 
117,493 boxes agalnust 165,476 boxes for the 
same period last soason, showing a docroaso 
of 47,083 boxes. Yotin face of the fact 
that the present season iu England com- 
menced with stocks well cleaned up, and 
with exports from Atlantic ports this seas- 
on to date considerably bolow those of tho 
corresponding porlod in ,1890, reports 
from tho othor slide complain of a poor 
domand notwithstanding that prices are 
a fraction lower than at this time 
lash year, This cloarly Indicates that 
one season Is never avy criterion for an- 
other,and that however much circumstances 
may appoor to indicate favorablo results, 
they can nover be relied upon until actually 
realized, Owlng to the shortages in ox- 
port from Montreal and Now York, it was 
only natural to suppose the late prices would 
bo cortain to give buyers good profits, in- 
stoad of which we are informed by reliable 
men In tho export trade that there has boon 
little or no profit so furthis season, Thera 
can be no doubt that the late shortage as 
compared with last year is due to drouth 
and poor pastures, and unless a very ma- 
terlal improvomont takes place soov, Eng- 
lish buyers will discover that they will havo 
a still further shortage to deal with.— 
Trade Bulletin Montreal,

for patriotism and far-seoing judgment, His 
purpose never miscarried, and his ability to 
evolve politics was such, that the party 
trusted him implicitly and went from suc- 
ceas to saccess. Edward Blake held sway 
in the minds of his followers, and no man 
could command such respectfal attention 
for the words he spoke as could he. His 
integrity was mado a proverb. His mind 
was declared the keonest in the country and 
none disputed fb, He did not share, for he 
did not seek, the affections of his followers, 
but he won the worship of thelr intellects. 
He was all in all to the Reform party. 
Each party has since lost its leader. 
The Conservative leader is forever removed 
from the walks of men, and his last public 
act was to omphasizs as sound and in the 
best Interests of the country those prin. 
elples which the party so unitedly uphold. 
He fought to the end as though he would 
forever establish those principles as esson- 
tlal to the political and commercial life of 
the Dominion. 

Edward Blake retired from tho Reform 
leadership, refused to altin Parliament as 
& member of the party, and in his famous 
manifesto warned the country that tho 
party managers had instituted a polloy that 
he could no!ther advocate nor by his silence 
teom to endorse, Hoe doclared, as tho Pro- 
mior said, that the Reform polloy would 
lead to annexation. Ho did not endorse 
the Conservative pollcy, for ib not having 
changed and he not having changd, he 
naturally condemned {b as he did whon 
leader of the Opposition.” But he de: 
nounced the Reform pollcy.

In his pulpit eulogy of Sir John, the 
Roy. Dr. Wild is reported as follows :

Wild's vulgar but expressive word—to be paid 
by Brother Jomathan into the coffers of the Cen- 
federated Provinces, 

The amount of ignorance displayed in 
the Beacon's “correction” of Dr. Wild is 
almply astounding. It is another Instance 
ofthe unhappy results which Inevitably 
follow any attempt of tho blind to lead 
the blind. 

Tho fishery commission above alluded to 
was provided for {n articles 22,23 and 24 of

The objection that native-born ubject, 
are nota foreign influence disppears as a 
mere verbal distinetion when it is borne jo 
wind that, ia Russia, State aud Church are 
Tho integrity of the bue, according to 
tho ideal of fifteen centuries, iy bonnd up in 
the unity of the other, Daring the period 
named the policy of maintaiaing that ideal 
bas been succesful 

Thestand now made against eneroach- 
ment on the notional ideas and faith is, at 
least, entirely intelligible. Nothing is to be 
gained by allowing human or political sym- 
patbies to obscure our comprehension of ir, 
or its rizht Interprotation. I.prehowl it as 
we may, it ig certain that all remonstrance 
must be unavailing, if not barmfal, which 
proceeds on misunderstanding Such me- 
morial, for example, as that adopte] at the 
Guildball by the rack-renters aud evictors 
of their Irish subjects, could only tend to 
irritate Russian statesmen and hasten them 
in a course of ri When the purpos is 
persuasion, it is scarcely jadicious to begin

Ata better juncture a negotiation with 
Russia for the gradual deportation of the 
Hebrews might bave been posible The 
urgency with which that policy is now ap- 
plied iutimates her conviction that great 
events of a different paturs are near at hand, 
for which she feels that sho must not only 
clear the stage, but-can brook no delay. 
Whatever part of the world gains tho exiles 
will gain an element of population possessed 
of every mentaland moral quality that car- 
rics a nation to greatness, totoaterial wealth 
and intellectual eminence, If circumstances 
divert the greater part of that emigration 
from North America to South, perhaps 
humanity in the New World will be on tho 
whole the gainer. To the greatness of tho 
republic growing there the Jows should 
contribute just those elements of commercial 
and political wisdom, of intellectual and 
artistic Lnpulse, most newled in a population 
largely agricultural, and more laborious than 
aspiring.—New Yor’ Suu.

lic press, no charge of injustice can reat on 
any one,

The Debato. 

Mr. Laurier, on the orders of the day 
being called, rose to movo the adjournment 
of tho House, Ho did so to bring tho atton- 
tion of the House to the recent chargo on 
the Government. An apology for an ox- 
planation of tho charges had boon mado, but 
apparently the Government belloved that 
silence was goldon and tho less said the 
better, Tho Government was proceeding to 
follow tho worst features of Sir John Mac- 
donald’s polley, and already had made a 
wide departure from its best features. Sir 
John Macdonald bad always striven tomain 
tain an equilibrium betwoon contending 
forces in this country, but to-day the Gov- 
ernment hadchoson a leader as man of ability 
indoed, but one who had always oxercised 
his ability for theC.P.R. The GPR. 
exercising an undue influence in tho affairs 
of the nation. Mr. Abbott's services to tho 
company had been very great, almost in- 
calculable, but whon ho severed his connec- 
tion with the company the stock went up, 
not down. Tho meaning of this was that 
every shareholder know that tho C.P.R 
bad a larger hold than ovor on the country. 
He could now understand why the company 
had taken so prominent a part in tho rocont 
elections, Thoy foresaw that Sir Jobn 
Macdonald bad not many years to live—that 
a day would como ofter his death when 
there would bea war of factions and they 
could throw their weightin the scale. Mr. 
Abbott's withdrawal from the company will 
not satisfy public spirit. In past yoars Mr. 
Abbott gave to the country the crumbs of 
his intellect, As soon ag each session of the 
Senate wae over ho returned to tho service 
of the C.P.R. Ho may sell bis stock and 
dispose of his pecuniary interest, but ho will 
still bo bound to tho company by his heart- 
strings. lt was both improper and danger- 
ous to place in powor os Premier a man who 
had given his full energy, not to country, 
but toa reilway company, Why, then, was 
Mr. Abbott chosen? It was through party 
exigencies. Tho country was sacrificed to 
party. Mr. Abbott bimself said: “Tho 
position which I to-night have the honor to 
occupy has come tome very much probably 
in tho nature of acompromise. Iam bere very 
much probably because Iam not particularly 
obnoxious to anybody.” Mr, Laurier com- 
plained that the explanation to tho Com 
mons had not been as frank as to the Senate, 
From tho statement tothe Commons it would 
appear that the Governor-General had 
enough confidence in Sir John Thompson to 
ask his advice as to who should forma 
Ministry, but apparéntly not enough confl- 
dence in him to make him Promier, He 
thought tho sole thing was concealed from 
tho House was the delay owing to Mr. Chap- 
leau declaring that Sir John Macdonald bad 
promised to make him Ministor of Railways 
and that be intended to stand by his rights. 
It was the duty of the leader of the Govern- 
ment in making bis explanation of Cabinet 
changes to say whothor Mr. Chapleau bad 
entered the Cabinot on condition that some- 
one else should be decapitated. 

Theo Minister of Just’co Reoplios, 

Sir John Thompson denied that there was 
any departure from Sir John Macdonald's 
policy in making Mr, Abbott Promior. Sir 
John Macdonald himself had made Mr. 
Abbott both a membor of the Cabinet and 
leader of the Government in the Sonate. Mr, 
Abbott had sat as leader of tho other Houso 
for four years without a word of rebuke 
from the leader of the Opposition. During 
all those years Mr, Abbott was tied to the 
C.P.R., not only by his heart-strings, as Mr, 
Laurier had said, but by the factthat ho was 
a sbareholder and director. In reply to the 
chargo that G,P.R. stock bad risen in con- 
sequence of Mr. Abbott's appointment Sir 
John Thompson asked what proof was there 
in that statement. On what market did it 
take place? Any arrangements which would 
benefit the C.P.R. must come beforo Par 
lament, and then would be time enough to 
consider thom, Sir John further answered 
objections to Mr, Abbott on the score of his 
connection with tho C.P.R. by referring to 
tho s of one of tho Liboral Sevators 
(Mr sid: “‘As to that honor- 
ablo gentioman’s qualifications for the posi- 
tion to which he bas been appointed wo, hore 
in the Senate, have no question. Tho honor- 
able gentloman owes bis appointment to tho 
fact that those who know him best know he 
was the best man for the position.” What- 
ovor Mr, Abbott moant by reforring to his 
appointment asa “compromise,” Sir John 
Thompson declared that it was no com- 
promise between rival claimants for the post 
of Promier. Thero was no rivalry be- 
tween any men in this House for 
tho position of Premior. Indeed, those 
who might havo been mentioned for 
tho Premicrship wero  rathor disposed 
toshrink from undertaking burdens which 
had brokov down the greatest statesman of 
the country.

Correspondence Between Canada and the 
United States Brought Down, 


OTTawa, June 22—Premier Abbott laid 
before the Senate to-day an additional batch 
of papors in connection with trade negotia- 
tions at Washington. Among tho papers is 
this note from Lord Stanley to Lord Knuts- 
ford; 


Govensment House, Orrawa, Juno 22, 1591. 

My Lonp,—As Lhad the honor to lnform Your 
lordship yesterday by telegram the Prime 
Miolstor has expressed his desire to dissolve the 
present Parliament atonce. It was elected in 
1887 aud the Dominion Government consider that 
many grave questions such as those of the com- 
mercial and other relations between the United 
States and Canada can be best and most satis- 
factorily dealt with by a body of representatives 
who have been in imimediate and recent touch 
with the electorate, Goncurring in the views of 
the Government I haveassented to the dissolu 
tion, which will take place in a month or six 
¥eeks’ time. I have, etc., 


(Signed) STANLEY OF Praestor. 


Alter the elections the Governor-General 
wrote to Sir Julian Pauncefote: 


Sin,—As tho general elections in the Dominion 
of Canada are now over andas the Government 
of Sir John Macdonald has been sustained in 
power by a substantial majority, I lose fo time in 
addressing you once more upon the subject 
of reciprocity of trade between the Do- 
minion and the United States, I un- 
derstand from preylous communications that 
it is the wish of Mr. Blaine, without prejudice to 
the future appointment of acommission or other- 
wise, to discuss with yourself and one or more 
persons delegated by this Government the vari- 
ous questions which might become the subject of 
reference to a joint commission; that such a con 
ference should be of an official character and that 
it should afford an opportunity for considering 
on what points it would be likely that the two 
Governments could comé to an agreemenl. It 
was also understeod that any date prior to the 
ith inst, would not be convenient to Mr, Blaine 
for such a mevting, The Government of the 
Dominion would have preferred the appointment 
of a joint commission, but they desiro to 
defer as far as may be to the wish of tho 
Secretary of State, and I should be glad, thero- 
fore, if you will be good enough to ascertain from 
him a convenient date for the conference. It will 
not be possible for Sir John Macdonald himself to 
leave Cttawa, but this Government would pro- 
pose that their views shoul be represented by 
Sir John Thompson, Sir Charles Tupper, High 
Commissioner; Hon. George Foster and perhaps 
Hon. Mr. Bowell. These gentlemen will be in ful 
possession of the views of the Dominion Govern- 
ment and will bo authorized to discuss any or all 
of the subjects mentioned io the basis of negotia 
tion laid before Mr. Blaine Dec. 22, and to decide, 
in concert with yourself, what steps could be 
taken for the appointment ofa joint commission 
atan early date should they succeed, as I trust 
they may, in convincing the Government of the 
United States is probable in some, if not all these 
questions."

Trade With the United States, 

Tho answer this country received this year 
from tho United States regarding trado was 
different from any answer received sinoo 
1866, Under tho invitatign of Secretary of 
State Blaine, dologates from Canada went to 
Washington to have an ioformal conference 
and talk over the conditions and possibilities 
of trade, Atthe desire and atthe expross 
wish of the United States Cabinet the Presi- 
dent of the United States asked for tho post 
ponement of the informal conference and to 
meet ata formal conference in Washington. 
This was tho first intimation for a long sorics 
of years that the United States was willing 
to come toa fair trade arrangemont. This 
Government holds itself ready to moet the 
United States in a fair ahd equitable posi- 
tion, and witha serious desire to remove 
causes of friction aud to give whatever froo 
trade is compatiblo with the interests of 
each country. Moro than that no solf- 
respecting government should be asked to 
do, He was unwilling to go so far as toshut 
out trade with Britain. He was not willing 
for tho sake of presont advantages to forego 
the advantages arising from a long connection 
with the Mother Country. He was willing 
to enter into trade relations with the United 
States so far as consistent with the best in- 
terests of each country and consistent with 
us remaining oa part of the Empire—no 
farther, Hoe did not despair that after tho 
conference in October trade relations would 
be found to bo on a better footing.

Savings Bank Deposits, 

During the year 1888-00 thero was a net 
reduction of two millions in the deposits in 
the Government savings banks. This was 
not a loss to the country but merely a trans- 
ferral to the banks, The total savings in 
1889 were $176,000,000; in 1890, %176,750,000 
and in 1891, $190,500,000, This was therefore 
4 local increase in savings deposits this year 
over 1889 of $16,000,000, which was largely 
due to the fact that the banks, especially tho 
Bank of Montreal, bad established savings 
banks, It was necossary to resort to tem- 
porary lonaus to meet the withdrawals. 
Thoso were £400,000 in June, 1890, at 4 .pe 
cent for 12 months, aud £600,000 in Decom- 
ber, 1800, at 449 per cent. for 6 months. 

Revonue and Expenditure. t 

Mr, Foster then presented his statement of 
revenue and expenditure, actual and eati- 
mated. In 1889-00 the actual expendituro 
Was $35,004,091; revenuc,$30,870,025; surplus, 
$5,585,505, Capital expenditure $5,731,354; 
net debt, $237,533,211. The addition to debt 
Was $3,170,000, against $2,008,683 in 1889 and 
$7,216,553 in 1888. The net rate of 
interest was 2,90 per cent. against

The Changes tn alt, Sugar, Tobacco 


and Other Commoditios, 

Resolved,—That it is oxpediont to amon d 
tho act chapter 33, Revised Statutes, intituled 
"An Act yospocting tho dopartmont of cus- 
toms,” by repealing tho itoms numbered 9, 10, 
400, 4109, 420, 1277422, 423, 431, inschodule 8 of 
the said act and to amend tho act 50-51 
Victoria, chapter 80, intituled ‘An Act to 
amond the act respecting the duties of 
customs,” by repealing the items numbered 
126, 127, 128, under section L of the said act, 
and toamend tho act 53 Victoria, chapter 
20, intituled “An Actto amend the act re- 
specting the duties of customs,” by re- 
penling the items 148, 156, 157, 158, 159, 
165 and 166 ander section 10 of tho said act, 
and to provide otherwise oy enacting that 
the following rates of duty be substituted in 
lieu thereof: 

1, All molasses and syrups, n.0.p., includ- 
ing all tank bottoms and tank washings, all 
cane juice and concentrated cane juice and 
all boet root juice and concentrated beet root 
juice when imported direct without trau- 
shipment from the country of growth and 
production. 

(a) Testing by polarkwcope 40 dezrees or 
over and not over 56 degrees 4 specific duty 
of 144 cents per gallon; 

(b) When testing less than 40 degrees a 
specific duty of 149 cents per gallop and in 
addition 14 cents per gallon for each degree 
or fraction of degree less than 49, 

(c) And in addition to the foregoing rates 
ufurther specific duty of 24 cents per 
gallon when nct imported direct without 
transhipment. 

2. All cane sugars and beot root sugars not 
above 14 Dutch standard, all sugar sweep- 
ings, all sugar drainings, all melado 
and concentrated melado, all mo- 
lasses and concentrated molasses, n.e.s.

RAILWAY COMMITTEE. 


Mattors Brought

OTTAWA, Juno 24.—An Act respecting the 
Ontario & Rainy River Railway the 
first bill taken up by the Railway Commit- 
tee this morning, This company was first 
incorporated by the Outario Logislature to 
build a road from Fort William to some 
point on Rainy River between Fort Francis 
and the mouth of th» said river with a 
branch to Rat Portage. Running powers 
wore granted over the Port Arthur, Duluth 
& Western Railway Company, Tho bill was 
reported as was alsoan Act to confirm an 
agreomont botween the Shuswap & Okana- 
gon Railway Co., and to confer further 
powers on the Shuswap & Okanagon Rail 
way Company, 

The committoo then proceeded with au 
act respecting the Toronto, Hamilton & 
Buffalo Railway Co. for the construction, 
equipment and operation of a railway from 
fH point in or near the city of Toronto to a 
pointin ornear tho city of Hamilton, and 
thonce to some point at or near the Interna- 
tional Bridge or Cantilover Bridge on the 
Niogara Rivor and with full power to pass 
over any portion of the country between the 
points aforesaid, and to carry the same rail- 
Why through the crown lands it any lying 
botweon tho points aforesaid.

cords which were allowed to hing to tho 


ground and to which the victima were tlod. 


Then s number of forked poste wero driven 
into the ground in a circle of about 75 yards 


in circumference, and about 7{t. high. 
Poles woro laid ia» the forks, extending 
round tho circle, Then poles were extend- 
ed from the top of the ceutre post, raach- 
ing to poles placed on top of the wall, 
reaching ontirelyround the circle. The wall 
wascoyered with canvas, reaching partofthe 
way up tho rafters. An inner wall was 
erected about throe feot from the outer ono 
and about 4 foot high, filled in with brush, 
with a occasional tall sapling reaching to 
the rafters, on which was fastened strips of 
colored cloth, prinb and white cotton, evi- 
dently to serve a* curtains to keep off the 
sun. Tho inner wall extonded about two- 
thirds of tho way round the circle, in which 
space a largo number of Indians and equaws 
wero engaged in dancing to the drums that 
woro boing played in the contro by a large 
number of the leading Indians, including 
the chiefa of tho difforont reservations, 
Each dancer standing in the circle had a 
whistle in tho mouth, and by way of koep- 
Ing time with tho drums, jumped up and 
down blowivg the whistle at cach jump, 
while holding on to the railing of the ionor 
wall. This was continued for two days 
and one night without eatiog, drinking 
or slooping. Towards evening, anothor 
presented himself for torture. ‘Two in- 
cisions were mado in each  broast, 
into which were tlod the ends of tho 
cords havging from the contre post. Aftor 
tho cords wore socurely ticod he pub his 
whole woight on the cords, drawing the 
skin and flesh five or six inches from the 
broant, dancing part way round the onclos- 
ure back and forth until released by the 
mastor of ccromonles. Returning next day 
I found them still dancing, which was kept 
up till sunset. Daring the day there were 
soven more tortures carried on In the same 
way, some continuing until the cords and 
flesh were torn from thelr breasts. Dur- 
ing tho latter part of the aftornoon there 
were eoveral spoeches made by the chiefs 
aud others, whlch woro responded to by 
occasional “Hi! Yi's!”’ and clattering of 
droms. Towards the elose of the day tho 
dancers wore becomlog very much exhausb- 
ed, some nob being ablo to respond when 
callod to dance, but could bo seen lying in 
thoir booths, cither tleoping, smoking or 
painting thomsolves Nrosh.

Methodists Not Attacked 

Tho mob did not make any demonstra 
tions against the American Methodist Epi 
copal tuission, but, advised by the British 
Consul, missionaries from that polut also 
embarked on the Tebsing, which took them, 
together with tho ladies and children of 
Woo-Hoo, to Shanghal 

At Chian King the priests who oxcapod 
from Woo-Hoo jn a boat were pick up 

There was only one British man-of-war at 
the North China station at the thane of the 
riot—the gunboat Linnet—and it was or- 
dered to proceed to Woo-Hoo 

On May 16, four days after Woo-Hoo riots, 
tho natives of Nyan-King made an attack ou 
the Roman Catholic mission there, a rumor 
having reached them that Taotai of Wuwo- 
Hoo had forwarded a despatch to the 
authorities declaring that the storics about 
tho missionarios were true, The priests suc- 
ceoded in keeping the mob off, and one of 
the assailants was arrested and punished. 

Tho Catholic mission was not the only one 
attacked, for a crowd equally large made a

The bill to incorporate the Canadian Order 

of Home Circles in charge of Mr, Coatsworth 
come before the Committee on Commerce 
aod Banking this morning. Mr. J, R. Roat 
yupresented those seeking incorporaticn, 
Mr. W. Fitzgerald, Government Inspector 
of Insurance, had prepared a short report on 
this but o more extended one on 
a similar bill to incorporate the 
Septeuvial Benevolent Society, which was also 
applicable to the former, The committoo 
fherefore requested Mr, Fitzgerald to read 
the report on thp Septennial Benevolent So- 
ciety. The report, after reviewing the by- 
laws of the society, points out that a single 
vassessment for a $1000 certificate is $2.50, 
and that a monthly call for an assessment is 
tobe made and no more unless claims do 
mand aid; so that each member for a cor- 
tifleate of $1000 will pay annually $30, or 
during seyen years $210, unless 
claims demand aid Thirty dollars 
& year compounded for soven yoars 
would amount at 5 per cent. to $244, and at 
Sty per cent, to $245, and at 6 per cent. $251. 
A member therefore is promised $1000 in 
consideration of paying sums which on most 
favorable terms cannot produce more than 
$250. With regard to the words “unless 
claims demand,” Mr. Fitzgerald says it may 
be that the promoters are of the opinion that 
they have a legal right within tho seven 
years to make increased assessments, and if 
such be the proper construction the 
members joining have no guarantee 
that claims will not demand so large an 
increase in the number of assessments as to 
render it impossible for many of those who 
joined the society upon the representation 
hat the number of assessments in any one 
year would not exceed 14, to continue to pay 
the society’s domands. They would be com 
pelled to drop out and forfeit the sum, paid 
the practical effect of which would be the 
doing of o gross injustice to those who in 
most cases could ill afford the loss— 
a transaction which could scarcely be looked 
upon morally as anything short of obtaining 
inoney under false pretences. The second 
section makes all members in good standing 
in tho society at the date of the passing of 
the Act members in good standing in the 
society incorporated by the act and makes 
the new Ssociocty liable for the engagements 
and contracts of tke society as at present 
constituted. The effect of this section wouldbo 
to give pnrliamentary sanction to the business 
of the society as above described and as car- 
ried on from tho date of its organization 
up to the present time and ‘against this I 
must emphatically protest.” If the promises 
made are fulfilled it is quite apparent that it 
will require at loast the contributions of four 
members to pay the endowment called for 
by the certificate of one member. If it be 
soid that it may be accomplished by reason 
of lapses ip is, in effect, saying thatone mem- 
ber can only prosper through the misfortune 
of three others, that to say at 
least three members must fail and forfeit 
all contributions in order that one may 
Succeed. Any such business if authorized 
wowd bo legalized malfeasance (to use a mild 
term). The system of doing business is that 
known as the Iron Hall, which has been con 
demnod by tho insurance inspectors of Massa- 
chusetts and Connecticut and other Govern- 
mont autharitias of the United States. When 
the Foresters’ Act was before Parliament 
Mr. Fitzgorald says be urged that soction 43 
of tho insurance was not intended to apply to

PRINCE GEORGE OF GREECE.

Iie is Traveling From San to 
Now York. 

SAN Francisco, Juno 25.—Prince George 
of Greeca arrived from Yokulatna on the 
Occidental and Oriental steamer Gaclic 
yesterday. He is accompanied by Captain 
Lohmer of the Russian cruisor Pamiat Azov. 
Tho Prince is a fine-lookiug man, 6 fost ~ 
jnches tall, and stout jin proportion. He is 
£2 years old to-day. Hy and Captain Lohmer 
intend to remain two days in San Francisco 
nnd will then proceed direct to Now York. 
They will there take ship for London and 
thence go to St. Petersburg via Copenhagen. 
The Czarowitz started lo St. Petersburg via 
Viadivostock, and Prince George expects to 
nrrive about a month ahead of him. 

Concerning the attack ou the Czurowitz in 
Japan Prince George would only say: “I 
was riding in a jiorikisha immediately be- 
hind the Czarowitz. Ibheard a hubbub in 
front and immediately jumped out and ran 
forward, Tho assailant of the Czarowitz 
had been disarmed. I had nothing to do 
with saying the Czarowitz, I went as far as 
Viadivostock with him, aud then returned 
to Yokohama on the cruiser Pamiata Azoy. 
Ishallnot stay very long in America, I 
shall probably spend two days in San Fran- 
cisco and two in New York.” 

Capt, Lohmer said that the attempt on the 
Czarowitz’s life was made in pursuance of o 
plot. Some fanatics in Japau bad determin- 
pd to kill him. He had been visiting a Jap- 
mnese and was on his way home. When a 
Jonely part of the road was reached a Japan- 
eso rushed out and struck at Lim with o 
phort sword, The Czarowitz was wearing a 
hard Derby hat and the sword cut through 
it, inflicting two wounds, one on the fore- 
head and one just over the ear, Part of the 
crown and a big sliceof the rim of tho 
hat were cutaway. The Japanese servants 
of the Czarowitz attacked the would-be 
assassin and Prince George rushed into the 
pceuffle and the man was soon bound. Since 
then he has been imprisoned for life. 

From the Japanese newspapers brought on 
the Yokohama it is learned that two Jupan- 
eso women attempted to commit suicide in 
explanation of the attempt on the life of the 
Czarowitz, Both tried to drown themselves,

The mauufacturing towns of Leeds, Lyon 
and Lowiston are inits course and will bo 
pubmerged by mornivog. Hundreds of fam- 
iligs on tho flats aro moving out onto bigher 
ground, Tho railroad companies have abat- 
doned their yards andshops at Sioux City, 
and engines, cars and all kinds of material 
have been removed to higher ground. Tho 
stock in the Union and Central stock yards 
has been removed, 

Reports from South Dakota are that the 
Vermillion River is out of its banks. and 
flooding thousands of acres of growing 
grain. 

Cherokee Almost Wipod Out, 

Sevonty-five houses have been carried out 
of sight by the torrent at Cherokee. How 
many lives have beon lost is yet a matter of 
uncertainty, A terrific cloud burst, thrice 
repeated, and wind almost a hurricane are 
what did tho work. Up to 10.30 to-night, 
owing to tho destruction of wires and rail- 
roads, only the vaguest seports have reacheil 
here fromtho devastated territory to tho 
west, north and south. 

Most of the destructeion® in Chrokee was 
wrought by the extraordinary riso in the 
Sioux River, resulting from the tremendous 
downpour of water, Some idea of the im- 
mensity and suddenness of the flood can be 
inferred from the fact that it carried off ap- 
parently without an effort the big truss 
bridge on which the Illinois Central Rail- 
road crossed the river, aud with the bridge 
went 400 fect of trestle on which the com- 
pany’s tracks approached tho river, 

The Little Sioux is at tho highest stage 
ever known. The best information indicates 
that the Llinois Central rails are under 
water continuously for many miles on the 
Onawa branch and that the havoc both to 
roadway nod bridges is something seldom 
paralleled in railway history. 

Advices have been received stating that 
Vice-President Harahan and a majority of 
the other high officials of the Illinois Central 
company are already en route for the strick- 
en territory. Many days will probably 
elapse before traffic, cither passenger or 
freight, is in anything like normal condition, 
Orders bave been issued to receive no more 
freight uptil further orders for any point 
beyond Aurelia, 

Every offort was being made to-night to 
bring order out of the chaos, but the absence 
of accurate information and the paralysis of 
transportation almost nullifles progress. 
Gangs of workmen and several railroad 
telographers had reached Cherokeo to-night, 
but could get no further and could do but 
littlo if anything as yet. It may bo a weok 
or more before the full extent of the disaster 








Literary Notes.

Buchanan's closing paper on ‘*Reyolutior- 
ary Measures and Neglected Crimos” strikes 
boldly at the very cvils which Mr. Fawcott 
so vividly depicts, OC.

And when 
this young man resolved to go hoine it was a 
very wise thing for him todo, and the only 
question is whether we will follow him. 

Satan promises large wages if we will 
serve him, but he clothes his victims with 


rags, aud ho pinches them with hunger, 
and when they start out to do better he 
sets after them all the bloodhounds of per- 
dition, Satan comes tous today and ho 
promises all luxuries, all emoluments if 
we will only secve him. Liar, down with 


thee to the pit! 
Ob, the young man of the text was wise when 
ho uttered the resolution, “I will arise and go 
to my father.” 

In the time of Mary the Persecutor, a per- | 
secutor came ton Christian woman who had 
hidden in hor house for the Lord's sake one of 
Christ’s servants, and the porsecutor said, 
“Whore is that heretic!’

Our Grandfathers Died too Young 
Baron Doelessort-the founder of the 
Philanthroplo Society of Paris—found that 
tho annual death rate in that city during 
tho age of chivalry—the fourteenth century 
—was one in aixteon ; during the seven- 
teenth, one in twonty-alx ; and in 1824, 
ono in thirty two. Toking all of France 
together, tho deaths during 1781 were one 
in twenty-nine ; but in the five years pre- 
ceding 1529 they were one in thirty.nino, 
Thus the value of life in France had nearly 
doubled since “the good old times.” It 
was next found that, in the prisons of Eng- 
land, which wore already experiencing the 
good effects of greater cleanliness, better 
food and othor reforms, introduced through 
the efforta of Howard and his coadjutore, 
the health of the prisonors was so much 
benefitted and thoir lives so much prolong 
ed that, as Mr, Boeechor said, 
“People might sigh for a locatior In 
some good asalubrious prison.” So great 
wero the advances on all sides that Sir 
Edwin Ohadwick, the father of sanitation, 
so far as it can be dofiaed (Steps to abolish 
Diseaso and to defer Death), became per- 
suaded that there is a potential lonyevity 
in men of one hundred years, and that 
death at a period less than that should be 
counted premature. He was bora in 1800 
and died July 6, 1890; and if it is true, as 
many statisticans assert, that the period of 
human life has lengthened nite years since 
this century began, we can seo that his be- 
li £ was not altogether tho dream of an en- 
thasiast ; for, in epite of the groat advance 
made in tho eclence of sanitation, and in 
the art of living so as to insure the highest 
health, ho felo that only a begianing had 
been made, and that the coming century is 
to be the one in which the seeds planted in 
this are to attain their growth and béar 
their full fruitage.—Mrs, H. M. Plunkett, 
in the Popular Science Monthly for June,

minster Abbey," sald Canon Kingsley to a 
friend, ‘and see those gathered thousands, I 
Wish myself doad; and when I walk back 
again after the sermon I wish myself more 
lead,” 

Sermons are, and for the last two centu 
ries bavoe been, a common butt for the scorn 
of wits and mon of the world. I attributo 
this in part to the depth of inanity, dulness, 
and artificiality to which, with a few bril- 
liant exceptions, they felt at tho Restora- 
tion, and throughout the eightoenth century. 
Ido not think it would be fair to say that 
the general run of average preaching in 
these days is at all contemptible. I hear 
many sermons, preached by curates and by 
slorgymen entirely unknown, and am con- 
stantly struck with the fact that, if there be 
In oneself the least trace of ‘meek heart 
and due reverence," the sermons 
are fow indeed which may not pro- 
luce at least their passing and 
lufinitesimal effect for good, It is true 
that many sermuns—one’s own and others’ 
—are trite, feeble, commonplace; it cannot 
possibly be otherwise. There are twenty 
thousand clergy in the English Church, and 
many of us are very ordinary and everyday 
persons, Who have not the faintest pretence 
to profoundness or eloquence. But then we 
share these limitations of faculty with our 
lay critics. We find tho tedious and the pla- 
titudinous quite as much in books, newspaper 
law courts, Parliamentary debates, and 
magazines asin sermons, Sermons would bo 
just as bad if you turned out all the clergy 
to-morrow, and put twenty thousand of their 
most disdainful and self-satisfled critics m 
their plaee. Tho clergy possess no monopoly 
of dulness or patent of unprofitableness, If 
very few of us are great, or wise, or clever, 
we at least stand intellectually on a level with 
the mass of our hearers. To most mon God 
does not give ten talents, but only one; and 
that in an earthen vessel. It is impossible to 
expect an endloss succession of ‘‘ thoughts that 
breathe and words that burn” from a 
preacher whose powers at the best are but 
ordinary; who may be suffering at any uio- 
ment from sickness of body or deprossion of 
spirits; who is, in very many instances, in- 
volved in endless work and uncensing worry; 
whose heart may be aching with anxiety, and 
whose life may be hardened by poyerty and 
all the sordid cares which it inevitably brings. 
And when we romomber that most clergy- 
men in the midst of heavy parochial bur- 
dens have to produce—not rare and splendid 
coupferences at Advent or Easter’ like some 
of the great French preachers —but two ser- 
mons, or more, regularly every week, be- 
sides various addresses, we shall, I think, be 
struck with the general excellence of sermons; 
at any rate we shall be less impatient Of their 
many defects. 


“The worst speak something good; af all want 
sense, 
God takes a text and preacheth patience.” 
There are, I frankly admit, some sermons 
which are simply detestable, When the 
preacher is conceited, affected, and mani- 
festly unreal; when he betrays his ignorance 
while he is pretending to a knowledge and 
authority which he does not possess; when 
he is insinuating some disputed and paltry 
party dogma, instead of pressing home the 
great, broad, simple truths of the gospel; 
when he is indulging in ‘loud-lunged anti- 
Babylonianisms” instead of “preaching sim- 
ple Christ to simple mon"; when be is abusing 
the coward’s castle of his pulpit to slander 
his betters, and to teach tho sham sclence of 
castes and the sham thoology of cliques, or 
to air the cut and dried snippings of tho for- 
mule with which be has been assiduously 
crammed at bis party craining place; when 
he is doing anything but 


“Preach as never sure to preach again, 
And as a dying man to dying men—” 


all hearers are free to turn their thoughts to 
something else with such charity for the 
preacher as they may, But so long as he is 
evidently and transparently sincere; so long 
as he confines himself to preaching the plain 
eternal truths of the Gospel of Christ; so long 
as ho insists on the fundamental and pri- 
mary truth that ‘‘what tbat supreme and 
sacred Majesty requires of us is Innocence 
alone,” I think that the most critical of hear- 
ers ought to bear with his limitations of pow- 
er, or his ineradicable defects of manner and 
atyle Aftor all, the lowest claim which any 
sermon could put forward would be a claim 
to rhetorical skill, or literary finish If a 
sermon attempts to charm tho ear or the 
mind, it should only be as a means to moy ing 
the heart. Moral and spiritual edification is 
the humble yet~lofty aim of every true 
Christian pulpit. I¢ is, as St. Augustine sai i, 
docore, flectere, mover,—to arrest the vare 
less, to strengthen the wenk, to lift up the 
fallen, to bring the wauderer home 

This is the deeper aspect of preaching, and 
a clergyman must indeed bave been indiffer 
ent or unfortunate if, during hi ministry, 
abundant proofs have not come to him that 
even the ministrations which he himself, as 
woll as many of bis hearers, regarded as so 
feoble and Imperfect have yet fallon as with 
the dows of blessing on many souls 

But I must turn to questions of voice and 
gesture

5. Bat what is newlod in the pulpit most 
of all is simplicity avd sincerity, What 
American writers call “personnal maguetisin” 
is that impressiveness of the individuality 
of what Aristotle describes the most com- 
manding eleinent under the bead of ethos. 
It is this which makes some men take an 
audience by storm before they have spoken 
a single sentence. If a speaker be manly, 
straightforward, earnest, sincere—he cannot 
possibly fail. This simplicity and sincerity 
are: compatiblo with styles and moetholts 
which, if they were not part of tho writ- 
er’s whole self, and the result of all tho 
influences which had beew brou,ht to 
bear upon him, might not be so decribed. 
Sincerity and simplicity of heart may wear 
the gorgeous rhetoric of Milton's prose, and 
yet give us no sens of unrr nlity; and, on 
the other hand, unreality may clothe itself 
in a style of ostentatious commonplace 
and monosyllabic baldness. The parsionate 
earnestness of Burke burns tbrough tho 
periods so stiff with golden embroidery. 
South alluded with scathing contempt to the 
imagery of Jeremy Taylor. Nevertheless, 
Jeremy Taylor's style came to bim asnatural- 
ly as Milton’s, or Carlylo’s, or Wordsworth’s, 
or Ruskin’s, or that of any other great writer 
who bas been received at first by all the pro- 
fessional critics with shoyts of ignorant dis- 
dain. Ishould recommend every vreacher 
to amend such faults in his style as he sees, 
and as he can amend, but otherwise never to 
think of his style at all, and simply to say 
what he has to say as naturally as he can; to 
say nothing that he does not mean, and to 
mean nothing which ho does not sare 
If he does this he will bo thorough- 
ly well understood by all, for heart 
will speak to heart, and whether his 
stylo be as plainly Saxon as John Bunyan's, 
or as full of long Latin words as some pas- 
sages of Shakespearo, will make no difference, 
“Preach so that the very servant-anaids will 
understand you’ was the advice given bya 
prelate to a young deacon; and the maid- 
servants, yes, and even street Arabs, will 
understand any man who speaks to thom with 
real feeling on human subjects and in a hu- 
man way. Let a man but speak that of 
which he is heart and soul convinced, and 
the poorest sermon will do some good. 

Postuning assumption, artiilcial sainthood 
will avail nO one long, and even eloquence 
and learning without sincerity will produce 
no real effect. “Why to thee? why to 
thee?” said the burly and handsome Fra 
Masseo to poor ragged, emaciated Francis of 
Assisi. ‘I say why should all the world como 
after thee, and cvery one desiro to see and 
hear and obey thee?) Thouart not handsome, 
thou art not learned, thou art not noble: 
therefore why to thee why does all the world 
run after thee!” But oven as he spoke tho 
words the good-humored brother knew that 
the answer was not far to seek It lay in the 
personality, tho intensity of devotion, the 
depth of self-sacrifice which were the secrets 
of the age-long influence of the sweet saint 
who took forsaken poverty to bo his bride. 

Dean Hook was always regurdod ai an ef- 
fective preacher at Leeds by the nnultitudes 
who thronged the great. parish church, Ho 
gave tho secret of his suc oss in these 
words 

“Tam convinced that one of the things 
which makes my ordinary sermons tell from 
the pulpit is this very circumstance that I 
write precisely as I would talk, aud that my 
sermons fare as nearly as possible extempor- 
aneous effusions,” 

The reason why tho plain ‘‘extemporane- 
ous effusions” told was because “out of the 
fulness of tho heart the mouth speaketh.”

Quepec, June 28.—Rumors have been cur 
rentin this city for somo time past that the 
management of the Hoston & Maine Rail- 
road were seoking to acaulro tho property of 
tha Quebec Central road in order to gain 
entrance Into Quebec and to the territory in 
the Lake St. John region north of this city. 

The Quedec Central Railroad runs from 
Levis, on the opposite side of the river from 
Quebec, to Sherbrooke, where it connects 
with the Boston and Maine road, Dana J.

Cuicago, June 28.—A young Irishman 
named Francis Yourell bas, be says, just 
escaped from tho clutches of an immi- 
gration agency in Brazil. Four months ago 
Yourell was working as a laborer on a farm 
near Dublin, Attracted by promises posted 
around the neighborhood in which he lived 
he decided to tako ship for Brazil. Theshowy 
posters promised ao free passage and freo 
farms, and Youell and 13 other companions 
jumped at what they considered the opportun- 
ity of thoir lives, They started for Liverpool 
March Ilon the steamship Arcania. The 
bhip touched at two obscure French ports, 
where 100 more passengers were taken on, 
audat Lisbon, where 400 Portuguese were 
brought on board, making 1300 passengers 
alltold, After 24 days’ sail from Liverpool 
the Arcania arrived ot an out-of-the-way 
seaportin Brazil. From tho time the pas- 
sovgers Innded on Brazillan ground they 
were subjected to treatment which no Chris- 
tian ever suffered before, They were 
thrown into dens where Russians 
ond Italians were dying with yel- 
low fever, beaten with bludgeons and 
starved almost to death avd were cast into 
prison for complaining. The promises about 
free farms were found to be a sham and 
humbug, the object of tho immigration 
agency being to get work for the coffee 
plunters, After weeks of bardship and 
privation Yourell aud threo others escaped 
from Sanlos on the ship Bancroy, bound for 
Bantiago, From Santiago Yourell sailed to 
Baltimore on the Bancroy as fireman.
